Sequel tothe Fulton Asylum’s 
Many Troubles. 


Viola Horlocker, who is accused of trying,

To the casual observer it appeared to be

Nor was it an audience that required any 
special invitation or unusual attention to 
induce it to remain. Of the entire number, 
probably one-half were standing, and they 
were jammed together like beans in a bar- 
rel. They filled the space just outside the 
railing and completely cut from the occu- 
pants of the chairs behind them ail view 
of everything inside in the rail, with the 
possible-exception of the top of the judge's 
chair. But no one complained. They were 
lucky to even get ingide the courtroom, 
as hundreds were turned away at the portal 
and the more fortunate ones knew it and 
congratulated themseives on their good 
luck. 

The testimony taken in the Horlocker- 
Morey poisoning case this morning was all 
of a nature to support -the plea of insanity 
on the part of the defense. By order 
of the court all of the testimony of Miss 
Eva Stewart given at yesterday’s hear- 
ing, regarding things told the witness 
by the defendant concerning her rela- 
tions with Mr. Morey, was ordered 
stricken from the records as incompent and 
hearsay. The testimony of Witness Frank- 
lin, in which the defendant told him she 
was in love with a married man, Was also 
stricken from the record for the same rea- 
eon. 

Dr. Lynn testified that he had treated the 
defendant during 1898 when she came to him 
suffering from severe pains in the head. 
That on these occasions he gave her hypo- 
dermic injections of morphine; that he at- 
tributed the pains to ordinary woman's ill- 
mess. He saw her after April, 1899, at her 
home. She was suffering at that time from 
severe pains in the head, loss of sleep and 
appetite. That the pupils of her eyes were 
dtlated and he said he attributed the dila- 
tion to congestion of the brain, but it might 


-hRave been caused by belladonna or other 


drugs. 

Dr. Cook testified that he saw the de- 
fendant at Tibbett’s and Morey’s office and 
concluded that she was suffering from hys- 
terio-epilepsy. A number of other witnesses 
testified to the good character of the de- 
fendant and the court adjourned until 9 


o'clock Monday morning. 

There is but one more witness to go On 
the stand for the defense with the excep- 
tion of the expert witnesses, upon whom the 
attorneys for. the defendant are counting 
to prove beyond a doubt that Viola Hor 


locker has a diseased mind.

OR. COOMBS LEFT THE STATE. 


HE IS NOW WITH HIS WIFE AT 
HOT SPRINGS, ARK. 


Tyice Before Attempts Were Made to 
Oust Him, but Gubernatorial 
Favoritism Prevailed and 
He Triumphed.

FUL'RON, M»., March 2%4.—When, on 
March 13, the® Board of Managers of 
State Insane Asylum Ny. 1 at Ful- 
ton, Mo., accepted the resignation of Dr, 
J. T. Coombs from the superintendency, 
few persons knew why. 

Since that da the causes which led to 
the.resignation have filtered out and have 
become known to all the people of Fulton 
and to a few }hersdns outside that city. 

The story of this last and successful at- 
tempt to terminate Dr. Coombs’ connection 
with the asylum ¢s peculiarly interesting, 
in view of iwe two previous attempts that 
were nrade and the protection that was 
afforded him by Gov. Stephens. The case of 
Coombs is probably the most remarkaDle 
instance of the value of gubernatorial fa- 
vor and kinship in the history of the State. 

Dr. Coomh; is a \yrother-in-law of Paul 
B. Moore. who is the Governor's brother- 
in-law nd private secretary When 
Dr. Coombs was found gulity of drunken- 
ne8s and immorality by the Board of Man- 
agers #nd a committee of the House of 
Representatives, the Governor refused to 
belleve the trjith of the findings and allowed 
him tv retain his place. 

This time the Governor was convinced 
that Dr. Coombs’ ,abits rendered him un- 
fit for so resporsible a posftion, and neither 
he nor Mr. Moore attempted to intg¢rfere 
when the Board of Managerg demanded 
the Superintenden<’s resisnation. 

Althougaé 
was the charge upon which Dr. Coombs’ 
resignation wa@ demanded, there were oth- 


Le, 


er complaints against him—cemplaints in 
which women figured. It was discovered, 
too, after Dr, Coombs had left the institu- 
tion, that he had caused to be secreted in 
an upper room of.the bullding a large quan- 
tity of supplies of various kinds, rat-tail 
files, cheap suspenders, perfume, e6oap, 
tooth brushes and other articles purchased 
for the institution. He carried the key to 
this room, the door to which was always 
locked, and only two employes knew of 
the etrange freak of the Superintendent. 

In bringing about his resignation the Su- 
perintendent’s young wife was a potent In- 
fluence. She had stvod by him through all 
previous troubles, refusing to believe the 
truth of charges, convinced that they were 
the result of political enmity toward the 
Governor. But when she was apprised of 
her husband's habits, and heard a confes- 
sion of them from his own lips, she at once 


' declared that his resignation- was the only 


out of the difficulty. She 
that he resign, but de- 
manded that he resign at once, and that 
they leave the institution without delay. 
Her wish wae law, and two days after he 
had written his resignation, and before it 
had been acted upon, Dr. and Mrs. Coombs 
were on their way to Hot Springs, Ark., 
where they have remained gince. 

The Board of Managers accepted the res- 
ignation the next day, and Dr. W. L. Ray, 
the first assistant physician, was placed in 
charge. He will, probably, be é@iected to 
succeed Dr. Coombs at the April meeting 
of the board. 

‘The discovery that Dr. Coombs was using 
morphine was made late in January by 


Dr. Frank B. Antrobs of Jefferson City, 
a meinber of the board at St. Joseph, Mo 
This part of the story is best told by Mr. 
R. M. White, editor of the Mexico (Mo.) 
Ledger and a member of the board of man- 


Antrobs, F. E. Luckett, member 
board from Jefferson City, Dr. 
Coombs and myself went on a tour of in- 
spection of the other State Insane asy- 
lums,’’ said Mr. White, when asked to re- 
late the circumstances. “This was late tn 
January. We announced before we started 
that we were not going on a pleasure junket 
and there Was to be no drinking en the 
way. We did this largely as a warning 
to Dr. Coombs. Wel, he didn’t take a 
drink. Dr. Antrobus Was watching him 
like a hawk and was satisfied he was not 
drinking. Stil, he acted pecullarly, and I 
couldn't account for it. At St. Joseph, 
while we were at dinner at the asylum, 
Dr. Coombs became jll and left the table. 
Dr. Antrcbus had begun to suspect the 
nature of his habits and followed him out 
to the lawn. He charged Dr. Coombs with 
being addicted to the use of morphine and 
Dr. Coombs admitted [t, but pleaded for a 
chance to redeem himself. Dr. Antrobus 
informed me of his discovery that night at 
the hotel, and of Dr. Coombs’ promise to 
quit. He said Coombs waa taking the drug 
in large quantities, and expressed a doubt 
of his ability to quit without aid or a cure 
of some kind. We concluded not to act at 
once, hoping Phe doctor would brace up and 
stop the habit. We were disappointed in 
this, we afterward learned. I went 
New Orleans to attend the editorial conven- 
tion in February and had no further op- 
portunity to watch Dr. Coombs,”’ 

Mr. White was asked about the com- 
plaints concernng Dr. Coombs’ action 
toward certain women connected with the 
inetitution. 

‘Early in February,” he replied. “Dr. W. 
L. Reed, member of the board from St. 
I~uis, came over to see me. He told me 
that a certain elderly ledy connected with 
the inatitution had complained that Dr. 
Coombs had attempted familfarities with 
her. I tnquired the nature of his actions 
and Dr. Reed said she complained that Dr. 
Coombs frequently spoke to her too fa- 
miliarly, complimenting her on her youth- 
ful appearance, and that he had made dem- 
onstrations which frightened her. She was 
very much afraid of a scandal endanger- 
ing her position. 

“T told Dr. Reed to advise this lady to 
repulse Dr. Coombs very decidedly if he 
attempted anything of the kind again, and 
if that was not effective to get a revolver 
and defend herself acainst his advances. 
Another case came to our attention, but 
when we investigated we found that the 
offense alleged Was committed before the 
trial of the doctor on the former charges. 
In this case the lady cemplained that the 
doctor had made advances by pinching her 
cheeks and speaking affectionately to her.

Negro and White Man Lynched 
by Virginia Mob. 


NEGRO UNDER DEATH SENTENCE 


HAD KILLED AT LEAST FOUR MEN 
RECENTLY. 


Troops Called Gut to Protect the Mur- 
derers Were Withdrawn and the 
Lynching Followed Within 
an Hour.

EMPORIA, Va., March 34.—The expected 
end to careers of crime and terror came 
this afternoon when two men were lynehed 
in the presence of several hundred persons, 
40 feet from the Greensville County Jail. 
%*® yards from the Court-house and 20 feet 
from the Greensville Bank. State troops 
had been withdrawn an hour before. None 
6f the mab was masked and arrests are 
not expected. 

The men were Walter Cotton, 8% years 
old, a negro desperado, the slayer of at 
least four white men, and Brant O’Grady., 
an Irishman, 55 years old, who was Cot- 
ton’s associate In crime. 

Cotton was the first ta go. Already un- 
der sentence of death in Portsmouth, Va., 
and the confesstd slayer of Justice Saun- 
ders and Constable Welton on Wednesday 
morning, he knew there was no hope and 
he did not protest, The on!y murmur Cot- 
ton uttered was a warning that his execu- 
tors had best let him talk with State’s 
Attorney Powell before his going. They 
would not. 

When a dozen liquor soaked men had 
pulled him up to Imb of an ald cherry 
tree, two rifle bullets were sent through 
the body before death had resulted. 

In the meantime the mob clamored for 
O’Grady. During the excitement he con- 
fessed that he aided in the killing of Saun- 
ders and Welton. He was defiant and de- 
clared the citizens were cowarls and afraid 
to hang him as they had the negro. This 
infurtated the mob, but several white men 
made speeches in his favor. Negroes, how- 
ever, were loud in demanding fair play and 
insisted that the white man should suffer 
as had their man. 

All the time O’Grady was bantering. 
Finally the crowd surged to the jail, pulled 
him out and strug him up with the same 
rope that held the negro. A negro climbed 
a tree to adjust it. 

There was about an hour between thelr 
going. Cotton was hanged at 12:40 and 
O’Grady at 1:45. As the bodies swung in 
the breeze friends of the victims twirled 
them around and many cut buttons from 
their clothes and secured pieces of cloth- 
ing and rope as mementos of the oceca- 
sion. Both bodies were then cut down and 
lay side by side and scores of persans gave 
them passing kicks. County Judge, W. 
Samuel Goodwyn, told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that he would not commit 
himself regarding a prosecution of the un- 
masked mob. He said no action would be 
taken to prosecute the lynchers till he had 
communicated with Gov. Tyler and Attor- 
ney-General Montague. 


An hour before the lynching State troops, 
Ordered here from Richmond, the Biues, 
were Withdrawn as a result of a conference 
at 10 o'clock between cfficials in Judge 
Gvodwin’s office. 

Major Cutchings of Richmond, in com- 
mand of the militia, wired Gov. [yler that 
more soldiers were needed The Governor 
answered that he wou‘. not send them and 
“put it up” to the town and county of- 
ficers whether they wanted the troops with- 
drawn. It was decided that It would be 
better to let the soldiers zo home rather 
than have a clash and probable bloodshed. 
The force of armei whisky-drinking citi- 
zens was being constantly augmented, and 
it was expected that they would overpower 
the militia. 

Judge Goodwyn sald that conservative 
men, friends of himself, had so far forgot- 
ten themselves as to threaten to lynch him 
and blow up his resilience if the soldiers 
were not withdrawn. Hardly had the troops 
got on a special train when the crowd 
surged to the jail. 

Never before in Virginia have reputable 
citizens, unconcealed, wnmaskel and defy- 
ing prosecution, so openly wreaked their 
vengeeance on defenseless men. 


The immediate crime of the lynched men 
was the assassination of Justice 
and Constabie Welton at the robbers’ ren. 
dezvous on Thursday morn'ng. They were 
members of a posse which sought to arrest 
the leaders of a gang that killed George 
W. Ba.ick, robbed several citizens and com- 
mitted many robberies Cotton was sen 
tenced in Portsmouth, Va., Jan. 12, for the 
murder of Charles Wyatt. He escaped from 
ail Dec, 26. He was identified 
Daniels of Weldon, N. €., as the man 
whom he had twice sent to State prison, 
and who boasted that he had kiiled 25 men. 
Sheriff Lee says that he was in bed 
the lynchers got the ja:l keys 
deputy.

The authorities, through the newspapers, 
warn everyoody—espectally foreigners—to 
fight of alluring promises concerning 
cheap hotel accommodationeg, agreeable fe- 
male guides, within the 
frounds, societies of mutual entertainment 
and fortune making schemes offering 5 
per cent on the investment. Every Consul 
tells pitiéul ‘ of people brough’ here 
from their diiferent countries by fallacious 
promises of exhibition emnloyment and de- 
spoiled of their available resources by the 
advertising sharks. Now the victims are 
only anxious to be asststed home. There ie 
such an outpouring of needy strangers that 
hundreds apply to fill every conceivable po- 
sition. 

The manazer of a fashionable hotel told 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent that he en- 
gaged as chatwbermaids three New York 
typewriters who came here together two 
months ago and have been unable to find 
werk among the English speaking firms. 
Now these girls are paid 20 cents dally and 
board. In New York they held positions 
worth $15 and $20 a week, 

Commissioners Peck and Woodward yes- 
terday went to Rouen to attend the banquet 
tendered to the officers of the Prairie by 
the Rouen Chamber of Commerce. The 
American crniser returned to-day. 

Mr. Peck says the loss of the French 
freighter Panillac will not disorganize the 
American official section, but it will eeri- 
ously impede several important private 
American firms. The commissioner cabled 
to the exhibitors to duplicate their exhib- 
its aboard the Panillac and ship them im- 
mediately, since the insurance companies 
consider the steamer lost, and at any rate 
it is imvnoseible at this juncture to brook 
further delay. 

The French papers violently denounce 
the Campaigne Generale Transatlantique 
for jeopardizing lives and the success of 
the Exposition by using a ship unfit to take 
to sea. They publish letters from the mem- 
bers of the Panfllac’s crew, sent from New 
York, describing tne lamentable state of the 
vessel. Everything was continuslly break- 
ing down during the outgoing voyage. AS 
the French line is heavily subsidized, a Par- 
liamentary investigation is probable.

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OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Soon Be a Rush to Siberia, 
Where Rich Gold Finds 
Are Reported. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, 8. C., March 24.—Miss Ella 
Courtney, a young woman of adventurous 
spirit, the daughter of Dr. J. B. Courtney 
of Edeefielgd County, has written a letter to 
friends here from Cape Nome, Alaska. It 
gives some insight into the troubles of pio- 
neers, So far as known, Miss Courtney 
is the only Southern women who has 
reached Cape Nome. She went with a family 
from Chicago. She writes: 

‘“‘To the comfort loving American of mod- 
ern type this sort of Siwash existence has 
its drawbarks. Life in a wigwam under 
same conditions might seem novel and in- 
teresting, but on this bleak shore of Behring 
Sea, we would giadly dispense with all the 
novelty for a few of the home comforis. 

‘In sleet, snow, rain and wind the weath- 
er of Cape Nome cannot be excelled. How- 
ever, we have determined to take our med!i- 
cine cheerfully. We have no time for 
pecting work; we are kept fully occupied 
with such petty details as fire building, re- 
plenishing, to say nothing of time spent 
ranging around the stores, like poor vaga- 
trying to obtain outfits of provisi 
lumber, etc., for the winter. Two members 
of the family started out on our arrival to 
secure lumber, a scarce article, but finaliy 
Fave up the pursuit, deciding to await the 
return of the Roanoke, which was to bring 
lumber fram St. Michaelis. Then began the 
chase for business quarters, Clinching busi- 
ness arrangements in Nome is something 
like catching an eel—as soon as you have 
made up your mind, the other man has 
changed his. At last everything was set- 
tled with us; the lease signed, and the own- 
er of the premises speeded on board a 
south-bound vessel, The villain in this case 
Was a partner who had gone to Cape York 
presumably for the winter.

But she learned of it somehow, and asked 
me about it. I told her the truth. She an- 
nounced at once that he should resign, and 
had she known of his habits she would 
have insisted upon his resignation sooner. 
On Saturday, March 10, we carried our 
point, and he consented to resign. He wrote 
the resignation before retiring that night, 
and next day he began preparations for 
departure. They left Fulton for Hot Springs 
Monday. The board accepted the resignation 
Tuesday.

@ man-of-war, tried for treason and ac- 
quitted, assassinated and buried in an 
unknown grave—these do not sound lke 
facts from a page of American history, 
but they are. 

In the northern end of Lake Michigan | 
is an island known es Beaver Island. It ' 
is about 60 miles from the southern shore | 
of the Northern Peninsula and _ to-day | 
holds a population of about 700. Nearly | 
one-fourth of these are congregated in, 
the little village of St. James, the for- 
mer capital of a monarchy. It takes its 
name from the king who established and 
governed the kingdom, James Jesse Strang. 

Strang was one the editor of a coun- 
try newspaper in Sec'pio, Cayuga County,

postmaster, for a time, of the village.

cuse me of being the enemy of corporations 
cross.¥v misrepresent me. I have been writ- 
speaking upon this subject for years, and 
any man to find an utterance of mine 
that accusation. I have said a hundred 
and repeat it now, that I am anxious to 
see capital come into Missouri whether in corpo- 
rate or individual hands, to seek investment here, 
and thus contribute to the development of 
wonderful resources Corporations engaged in any 
useful and lawful business are all right and are 
good things, as iong as they atteud to their legiti- 
ate business. Many of the most useful enter- 
prises the State require large investments, and 
it sh be the public policy of the State to el- 
courage these investments by treating them in a 
broad, just and even generous way. In this di- 
rection we cannot afford to be narrow, exacting, 
proscriptive or provincial. We must be progres- 

sive and move on lines both high and broad. 

But there is a live also that must be drawn 
and kept inviolate. The corporation must recog- 
nize that it is the creature and subject of the 
Stute, existing by virtue of ite favor, and tbat it 
must not attempt to override the State, usurp the 


prerogatives of the sovereign, or direct the public | 


affairs of the people. The line between the State 
end the corporation cannot be broken without peril 
to the public welfare. I advocate a public policy 
which would foster and evecourage all kinds of 
legitimate investments in the State, but I am not 
willing to surrender any part of the public right 
as the price of any investment. As a citizen ard 
as a publie official, I have always advised liberal 
nnd broad-gauged treatment by the State and its 
municipalities of the great Investments and indus- 
tries within our borders. Both for my counsel 
and conduct in this respect, official and otherwise, 
I have been criticised more than once as being too 
partial to corporate interests. There is no man 
in Missourlt to-day who would more readily or 
quickly defend the Missouri Pacific Ratiroad or any 
other corporation against unwise or. improvident 
attack upon any of its just rights or legitimate in- 
terests than I. I would regard {ft as the height 
of publie foily for the legislative or executive 
power of the State to adopt a policy which would 
result in hampering, embarrassing or injuring any 
useful industry carried on in the State in con- 
formity to ite laws 

tut the corporation must respect the sovereign, 
obey its laws and keep its hands off the public 
affuirs of the people. The relation between the 
State and the corporations within it should be one 
of umity. not enmity, and that relation can be 
easily established and maintained if the corpora- 
tiona will trust the peuple, who, I believe, al- 
werys mean to be just, and cease their arrogant, 
offensive and sometimes lawless interference in 
publie affaire. 

\'ndoubtedly it will often happen that matters 
will arise in legislation and in executive adminis- 
tration which espectally concern some particular 
corporate interests. Ip all such cases the corpora- 
tious eoneerned should be given a hearing, full and 
fulr. aufl those who are to decide should proceed 
conservatively, giving welghty consideration to 
every interest involved, so as to obtain the best 
result, doing the least injury and accomplishing 
the greatest good. 

No, I am not 
nor would I organize any crusade against them if 
I could, and could not if I would. I protest only 
acuilust the use of corporate power and the exer 
tion of corporate influence on the political and 
public affairs of the people; and savhenever that ts 
matter in what form attempted, 
insisted, and saball continue to Insist, that the 
State and nation allke should so resent it as to 
make its continuance unprofitable if not

Work of the Trusts. 


We know that there are a multitude of great cor- 
porations who do ma their tremendous powers 
to influence, to direct, if not to dominate the pub- 
lice affaira of the people, and who atrive to im- 
press their will upon the policies of the State and 
nation. Who denies this? Has not this inter- 
ference been denounced over and over again in 

arty platforms, op the stump and in the press? 
Bo we make such declarations only for buncomb 
to catch the unwary as we catch birda with chaff} 
If we are sincere, why should any man offend who 
declares that these declarations should 
served whenever the opportunity for their applica- 
tion is presented? 

Look et this subject as it is in its real aspects, 
and in trutb’s unclouded light. We talk of trusts 
and denounce them as giant evils. But what are 
trusts? Only stupendous corporations striving for 
monopoly. Yes, striving for monopoly! But indus. 
trial monopoly is not the worst evil nor the great- 
est danger of the trust.

I believe these great trust leviathans are 4a 
menace not only to our industrial well-being, but 
to the integrity of eur institutions also. Is there 
any difference between these industrial corpora- 
tiuons engaged in politics and a carrying corporfa- 
tion, or any other kind of corporation engaged in 
politics? What is the difference? We all know, as 
a matter of common repute, that railroads in 
West Virginia, in several of the Northwestern 
States, in California and in other States, are so 
otential In politics that they can decide the issue 
iin all closeiy contested elections. Except for the 
| power and influence of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
‘road, California would be almost as surely Demo- 
cratic as Missouri. To that corporation, more than 
to any other single influence, the Republicans owe 
the electoral vote of that State, and to the same 
influence Senators in Congress are indebted for 
their seats. And so, when Federal judges are to 
be appointed, or anything else is to be done in 
which that corporation has a direct or contingent 
interest, it approaches the powers at Washington, 
not as a supplicant, but as one in authority bear- 
ing a scepter. 


Kentucky as an Instance. 


The most striking jilustration of the evil of cor- 
poration interference in public affairs is to be found 
in Kentucky's turbulent and bloody tragedy The 
Louisville & Nasbvilie Kailroad bas been dabbling 
in Kentucky politics for years. It has used its 
money, its passes and its tnfluence to nominate 
and elect the public officials of the State, and 
has maintained a corps of trained lobbyists at the 
Capitol. These representatives of 
tion, kept at Frankfort, were constantly 
fering in measures of legislation, whether the meas- 
; ures especially concerned the railrcad or not. They 
initiated legislation attacking other Interests, 6 
times for extortion, sometimes to latimid 
i they blocked effectually the passage of 
ures to which they were opposed Thi 
became so intolerable that Senator 
Others declared war upon the railroad and 
iles. The fight ran through several years, 
ing In bitterness as it progressed. In 150 
Goebel becume a candidate fee the Demoeratle 
nomination for Governor. Then passion raged as 
a whilrlwind in Kentucky, and in the midsto. the 
Storm the Loulsville & Naschvi'tle Ratlroad moved 
£8 2 master spirit. It marsbaled ali its strength, 
both of money and of men, to encompass Goebel’s 
downfall. It sent its army of trained political 
agents swarming over the State, and coerced hun- 
dreds of its employes under threat of dismissal 
Into voting, contrary to their wish, agaimst the 
Democratic candidate. Out of {t all came uncer- 
tainty and confusion, and finally a contest. 

Then a ‘horde of desperate brawlers, weighted 
with deadly arms, and with foul murder in their 
hearts, were congregated in the mountains of Ken- 
tucky, and from thence borne, free of charge, on 
Louisville & Nashville excursion trains, to Ken- 
tucky’s capital. The wretched -equel to this story 
Is known of all men to-day. The unyielding, fron 
determination of that corporation and its partisan 
filies to rule Kentucky at all hazerds cuiminated 
In the atrocious assassination of one of the noblest

My countrymen, it is 
presence of this pernicious influence {in American 
public life that I protest. Am I right or wrong? 

Corporate Power in Missouri. 

We know that that influence Is present here in 
Missouri, and that it becomes more assertive and 
insolent from year to year. In this State we 
know that in many respects the same things are 
done, or attempted to be done, which were done in 
Kentucky, and which are done in other States. 
The difference in the conduct of these political 
corporations, whether they operate in one tSate or 
another, or in the United States as a whole, is 
a difference in degree, pot in kind. The influ- 
ences of which we complain are in their nature and 
effect substantially the same, 

For instance, who does not know that here in 
Missouri the political agents of political corpora- 
tions are perimitte]d to use the transportation fa- 
cilities of the corporations ad libitum, often in 

Violation of the Constitution anu tbe statute 

of the State, to influence public officials and 
delegates to nominating conventions? Who does 
not know that this. Ags become a# crying offense in 
this Commonwealcti® Who does not know that the 
political eeuts of these Missouri corporations 
Qeinploy all the means at their commana t n- 
fluence the selection of county and ward delegations 
to conventions 7 And when conventions meet, who 
do not know bow all the del. gaies wlovare udr 
this malign influence are massed together and used 
as trading material to accomplish the nomination 
indidites for judicial ard executi.e p. ce 
who are favored by the corporations? All this is 
a matter of such common repute and general knowl- 
edge that it needs but to be affirmed to be con- 
ceded. 

And who does not know that certain corporations 
in Missouri maintain a permanent lobby at the 
capital of the State, and that this lobby is. en- 
gaged in the dual business of both sugyvesting and 
obstructing legislation—not only legislation in which 
the corporations they represent are especially in- 
terested, but legislation also in which those cor- 
porations have no greater interest than other peo- 
ple? This {s likewise a matter of such repute 
anid general knowledge that no intelligent man wilil 
contradict the statement when it is inade. 

For 25 gears vr wore these things nave been 
food for scandal in the politics and public life 
of this Commonwealth. I do pot believe that 
the peopie of Mis desire these tbings in 
this State: I do not the great body 
of those who are | end who con- 
duct the affsirs of business corporations 
tire these things to 1 done in this State. 
what right have we Missourt to complain 
what may be done at Washingicn, in West 
ginia, in California, in Kentucky, or in 
other State if we countenance and permit 
things to be done in our very midst’? 

What I desire to see the Democratic 
this State and of the ration do in this respect 
is to shake itself loose from all contact with 
of this influence against which I am protesting, I 
am not surprised that this influence should be 
potent in Republican counse's; I am not gur- 
prised that it shonld be courted even by RKe- 
publican managers, for that party depends upon

His life wes ful! of eccentricities and 
roodness. One of hie weaknesses was his 
absolute lack of responsibility about money 
for his own needs. His generosity fre- 
quently leit him without funds to pay his 
personal expenses, and he and his wife 
might have suffered had not the members 
of his congregation had a standing com- 
mittee to see that he did not want from 
his self-denial. 

Never was @ minister of the Gospel pos- 
sessed of a broader or more liberal] mind. 
Never was one boider or more independent. 
In some things he ruled his flock with a 
rod of iron. In others they ruled him as 
if he were a child. 

One of the best illustrations of his pecu- 
liar relationship to his flock had to do with 
politics. It was ‘‘Pather Tom's” convic- 
tion that no man had a right to reiuse a 
nomination for a political office, and the 
result was that he was nominated for near- 
lv every office in the State to which he was 
eligible on the Prohibition or Democratic 
Or a popubar ticket. 

Nothing gave the members of Mr. Beech- 
er’s flock su much trouble as to Keep him 
from being elected. And nothing gave 
him so much satisfaction ag to be deteat- 
ed after he nad mede a good fight. 

There was one time when he was nomi- 
mated for Congress. The politicians did 
their best to defeat him, and@ then practioal- 
ly acknowledged that he would be elected.

It-is 
the effort of the American Protective 
League to fit the negro for something better.

We wish to make the negro a whole- 
sale dealer as well as a planter, a merchant 
as well as a drayman, a manager and over- 
secr as well as a work hand.

Three bills were introduced into the House 
early in the session, but it is necessary to 
speak of but two of them. 

On Jan. % Hall of Saline introduced a 
bill for the taxation of franchises. It was 
numbered 254. 

On Jan. 30 Fitzgerald of Gentry County 
introduced a bill which was numbered 408. 

On April 17 No. %4 was passed, receiving 
100 votes. The members of the House who 
voted against it are: Hamilton of Daviess, 
O’Connell and Rubey of Marcon, Democrats, 
and Kiskadden and Wilson of Hickory, Re- 
publicans. O’Connell is a candidate for re- 
nomination. 

No. 408 had taken precedence of No, 34 
and was passed on April 6 with only one 
negative vote, cast by Souder, a Repudiican. 

Na 408 reached the Senate on April 6 It 
was read the first time on April] 10 and tne 


second time on April 12. It was referred to 
the Conmunittee on Judiciary, composed of 
Messrs, Young, chairman; Major, Orchard, 

Childers, Miller, Clay, Dowell, Farris, Rol- 
lins and Matthews. The last two are Re- 
publicans, and Matthews is a candidate for 
the Kepublican nomination for Governor. 

No. 3804 reached the Senate on April 19 and 
was read the first time on April 20. It was 
referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 
Both bills lay with the Committee on Ju- 
diciary until May 22, an interval of six 
weeks in the case of No. 408 and of one 
month in the ease of No, 354. It was im- 
xassible to get a report on the bilis. Messrs. 
Major, Childers, Clay and Dowell, who fa- 
vored the bills, were in the minority and 
could not foree reports on the measures. 
When the bills were finally reported, May 
22, the sessian was at an end, and there was 
mot time for action. 

However, desperate efforts were made by 
the friends of franehise legislaiton to force 
the issue.

LACKS EXUMERATORS,

CENSUS DIRECTOR HAS NOT BUF- 
FICIENT APPLICANTS. 


IN WNINETY-SIX  OISTRICTS. 


These Have None, and 139 Others 
Have Only One, Who Cares to 
Serve as Government Counter, 


Jerome 8S. Higgins, census enumerator 
for the St. “Louis district, makes the sur- 
prising announcement that of the 427 enum 
cration districts under his supervision, in 
9 of them there are no applications for 
appoints as enumerators, 

In addition to the 9% districts in which 
there are no applications, in 139 districts 
there is only one applicant a piece. The 
applicants, however, according to Mr. Hig- 
gins, are far above what might be expected, 


in education and qualifications, including 
many men of experience in business and 
the professions. ‘This is all the more sur- 
prising because the compensation of the 
enumerators, fixed by the number of per- 
sons enumerated, cannot be great, and the 
length of service will be short—the first 15 
days in June. 

Yet, notwithstanding the evident ability 
of the applicants, many of them were so 
careless in filling out the application blanks 
that Mr. Higgins considered it unsafe to 
trust them with work requiring so much 
accuracy and care as census-taking. Mr. 
Higgins wishes to have applications for 
every district, and urges that those who 
desire to apply do so at once. Application 
blanks may be had at the census office, Old 
Postoffice. The law provides that an enum- 
erator must reside in the district which he 
enumerates. 

The following is from the circular giving 
qualification, duties and compensation of 
census enumerators: 

“The appointment of enumerators will be 
made with reference to physical activity 
and to aptness, neatness, and accuracy in 
writing and in the use of figures. The cen- 
sus requires active, energetic persons af 
good address and readiness with the pen. 
Only such can do the work with satisfac- 
tion to the Government or profit to them- 
selves. 

‘‘Each person seeking appointment as Ccen- 
sus enumerator must make a written appil- 
cation of the supervisor for the district of 
which a resident, giving the christian name 
and surname in full; whether a citizen of 


the United States or not; present legal resi- 
dence; sex and color; age; place of birth;

His New Museum. 


ARE DANGEROUS INSTRUMENTS. 


RARE AND COSTLY STEEL EM- 
PLOYED BY ROBBERS. 


Much of the Hardware Manufactured 
by an [illinois Man Whose 
Abiding Place the Detec- 
tives Have Not Found.

Chief of Detectives Desmond, in the west 
wing of tho Four Courts building, the first 
sight that attracts the eye is the glittering, 
shimmering play of light on an array of 
metal instruments which are spread on a | 


panel of green baize, behind plate glass, in 
@ case on the wall opposite the door. 

At first glance this array of bright and 
biue and dull steel resembles nothing more 
than an exhibition of tools in a hardware 
store or machine shop office. There are | 
keys and bolts, wrenches, taps and dies, | 
revolvers, knives, daggers, hammers, | 
wooden mallets, coils of wire, etc., 
etc. But a closer approach reveals 
articles not to be found in hardware. There 
are decks of cards, rolls of what looks like 
currency of the Union, hemispheres made! 
from the shells of English walnuts and cu- | 


rious contrivances of wood and metal which 
the casual caller would not understand at 
all without explanation. 

And the display is not hardware. It isa 
coliection of burglars’ tools and other relics 
taken from criminals who have been cup- 
tured by the St. Louis police. The arrange- | 
ment of the display has just been com- |} 
pleted by Assistant Chief of Detectives 
Smith. The department is proud of the col- 
lection, both for the artistic arrangement 
and the testimonial to the efficiency of the 
force. And the case is just cause for pride. 
AS a museum of its kind it is complete. 
With the tools contained in the case a| 
‘‘mob’’ of burglars could gain entrance 
any strong box unless it be absolutely i | 
pregnable—that is, providing they ad j 
time. ‘‘Mob’”’ {s here used advisediy, for 
Chief Desmond himself, Chesterfield that 
he ig, would never refer to a company of 
thieves as anything but a ‘“‘mob,’’ the 
thieves’ own designation of themselves. 

A pair of confidence men, provided 
the ‘“‘flash’’—the exhibit which looks 
money—the two innocent-looking brass pad- 
locks, the dice, the hemispheres of Eng- 
lish walnut shells, the bottle of yelow 
metal filings and the tin star, could annex 
untold wealth from gullibies if left to 
stir themselves undisturbed. With the keys 
and ‘“‘spreaders’’—tools to Spread the iron 
bars that keep criminals in durance—and 
the revolvers, the prisoners in the jail could,

Skeleton keys are most numerous itn the 
case. Every other housebreaker who gets 
into the police tolls has one or more skel- 
eton keys concealed about his clothing. 
There are 110 keys of this kind. Their long, 
thin shanks and multi-shaped teeth are cal- 
culated to open any house door. In this 
lot Is a set of seven, which were made by 
a convict in the penitentiary at Jefferson 
City. How the man made them while, 
presumA&bly, constantly under guard, is a 
mystery to the prison authorities. They 
were found in the convict's clothing when 
he was released at the end of his term. 
They are as 1 mede as any loc 
could make them and just as serviceable as 
skeleton keys may be.

The center piece in the case is what safe- 
blowers term a ‘tool,’ simply that and 
nothing more; but the term has a fund of 
meaning and many pieces of finely finished 
Stee: gO to make up the tool. It is, in fact, 
2 set of tools, designed to drill and biow 
open a safe. The kit would cost in the 
shup of the ‘“‘toolmaker of Jliinois’’ upwards 
of $3”. It is simple, and, burglars say, ef- 
fective. It consisis of a plate and four 
legs, a set of drilis, a ‘“‘blow pipe,’’ oil can, 
mallet and monkey wrench, 

When taken apart the ‘tool’ 
easily carried In the pockets of a man’s 
clothes, but set up it would not go in a 
large-sized grip. The tool is so clamped 
on the combination of a knob that it be- 
comes as firm in its position as the safe 
itself. It is adjustable and will drill a hole 
at any point within a radius of 10 inches af 
the Knob. One mode of procedure is to 
drill a hole near the combination knob. 
This done, a heavy punch is inserted in tha 
hole so as to strike the dog whieh halds 
the tumblers in position and the dog is 
hammered loose, thus allowing the tumblers 
to fall owt of place and na longer consti- 
tute a lock on the safe. If this method is 
not used, powder is inserted through the 
drilled hole and the tumblers are blown out 
of position. In this latter aperatian the 
‘‘blow pipe’ takes a part. The “blow pipe” 
{s a tin funnel, about six {Inches long and 
about one ineh in diameter, at the big 
end. There is a hole in the center of the 
funnel. A funnel made of paper is inserted 
in this hole and through it the powder {s 
carried tnto the biow pipe. The safeblow- 
derer blows through the pipe, forcing the 
owder {nto the safe. The explosive lodges 
ml the crevices of the combination. A fuse 
Is attached ang then comes the explosion.

The tighter this bolt {s screwed the strong- 
er becomes the pressure of the plate legs 
against the safe, and in the same ratio is 
the pulling force applied to the combina- | 
tion knob. When the strain comes it ilies 
between the heavy safe and the compara- 
tively fragile knob to yield. The purpose 
of the machine, as its name indicates, is to 
make the combination knob “‘come along,” 
and the knob usually comes along. Most 
safes are so constructed that when the 
knob is pulled out the tumblers may be 
easily punchea through from the outside. 

Another set of safe-blowers’ tools is not 
honored, even by the thieves, with a name. 
It consists of an ordinary’ ratchet brace, 
such as machinists use, a set of drills, a 
punch, mallet and blow pipe. The men 
who use this primitive kit are termed 
“farmers.” They do not carry their tools 
about with them. but break into a bilack- 
smith shop or hardware store In the town 
where the safe is to be blown and steal 
such tools as they need and then leave 
them beside the safe. 

The “tool” was captured by Chief Des- 
mond’s men jin a resort for thieves several 
years ago. It was the property of Frank 
Lory, who ts serving a term for burglary 
in the Missouri penitentiary. The “come

There is a 
very hacksaw, which will saw steel 
bars, and a knife good for many uses, 
which were made by Oldham, the West 
End burglar, while a prisoner in the jail. 
Of course the authorities do not know how 
he got the saw biade. Having the blade, 
it was easy, as Chief Desmond explained, 
for him to make it serviceable. He stole a 
broom from the cell yard and secreted it 
in his cell Tearing the broom apart, he 
made a wooden frame for the blade, in 
miniature of theesame, on a bucksaw, using 
a piece of dispensary bandage which came 
into the jail around a wounded prisoner's 
head, for a tournquet. He made the knife 
from the steel of a shoe sole, rubbing it 
on the stone flagging of the exercise yard 
in the jail until sharp. 

Two keys, which will open the door lead- 
ing to the bull ring, are also in the jall 
collection. They were made by ‘Butch” 
McCartney, the notorious counterfelter. 
The portion of the keys which go into the 
lock were presumably made on 
side and passed to McCartney. He ts sup- 
posed to have stolen the Key, which hung 
over a jall guard's deek, and made an im- 
pression of it in a cake of soap. The soap 
was ‘passed outside, The key shanks were 
made and fitted by McCartney inside the 
jail. The shanks were made from a tin 
which the prisoner’a meals were 
served in his cell. 

The only brass knucke fn the collection 
were taken from Train Robber Hardin by 
Assistant Chief Smith when he arreste 
him at Cincinnati several years ago.

It was freely stated that within a few 
days poolrooms would be running wide 
open in St. Louis. The only reason they 
Were not open yesterday afternoon was 
said to be that it was physically impossible 
to make the necessary wire connections 
@nd put up the boards. 

The handbook games at a number of 
downtown cigar stores did a flourishing 
business and were conducted more openly 
than they have been in a long time,

the decision of Judge Willis Clark of the 
Court of Criminal Correction in the 
of William Hagerman, who was arrested at 
620 St. Charles street on Feb. 14. The evi- 
dence showed that policemen had tried to 
prevent Hagerman from selling pools on 
@ horse race and Hagerman attempted to 
eject the policemen, He was charged with 
resisting officers. 

Judge Clark ordered Hagerman released, 
and in stating his decision, said that the 
Police Department had no right to station 
its men in a citizen’s place of business. 

The decision is far reaching and is re- 
garded by both the police and the poolroom 
men as putting a stop to further prosecu- 
pane for gambling on horse races in St. 

uis. 

After the decision Capt. Reynolds of the 
Central District said to the Post-Dispate h: 

‘This decision will have the eliect of tying 
the hands of the police. So long as the 
cases are to be tried before Judge Clark, it 
will be no use for us to try to make them. 
His ruling to-day shows what his stand wii] 
be. There is no use making arrests if it is] 4 
evident that no convictions can be secured. 
During the last year we have tried every | , 
means to put a stop. to the poolroom evil. 
We have based prosecutions on every clause] j 
in every statute bearing on gambling. We 
have tried to enforce all of the gambling 
laws, as well as the breeders’ law. In every 
case we have been balked by the courts. 

“Judge Clark, after declaring the breed- 
ers’ law unconstitutional, fined five pool- 
seliers $1000 apiece, and before the fines 
were collected reversed his own decision 
and granted them 0new trials, 
still pending. 

In view of the pending LUtigation against 
poolroom proprietors and frequenters a 
recent report made by Lieut. Johnson of the 
Central District to the Board of Police 
Commissioners is interesting. On 
1899, seven pool rooms were raided and 23] ¢ 


men were arrested. Of this number 13 were] w 


discharged. The cases of three were nolle 
@rossed; warrants were refused for two, 
and three were fined $1000 apiece. On Oct 
10 three rooms were raided and 12 men were 
arrested.

ABSORBING MOBT OF ‘THE 
TRADERS’ ATTENTION NOW. 


PREDICTED WILL GO HIGHER. 


Wheat Expected to Drop on Large Ar- 
gentine Shipments and Crops 
Undamaged by the Winzter. 


Ccrn {s sure to go much higher, so say 
those who are supposed to know. The chief 
point of interest about last week’s market 
was its actions. It refused to respond to 
the daily news, on bull news being beared 
and on bear news being bulled, seemingly 
without reason. Rarely did the grain follow 
the dictates of foreign trade, acting almost 
independently of wheat, which earlier gave 
the cue. Weak at the opening of the week, 
it closed strong, though not much higher, 
owing to the poor home demand shown dur- 
ing the week. The small stocks of the 
grain at Liverpool and the development of 
@ good export demand for the coarse grain 


were items that had much to do with the 
closing strength. All of the corn received 
at Liverpool during the past week came 
from this side, and as our own stocks in 
farmers’ hands an d in elevators are small 
we were forced to respond to these influ- 
ences. 

Elevator men complain of the trouble they 
have in getting any grain out of the farm 
ers, the daily ee coming on evening 
bids being very smail. The arumece seem 
to expect better prices scon and are in- 
clined to hold til they see more money to 
be made by selling. When the advance 
comes, it is feared, there will be an im- 
mense stock dumped on the market at 
once, on account of which there may be a 
reaction. Traders say buy when this comes, 
as afterwards there will be a bootn. 

Wheat did not attract as much attention 
towards the close of the week as it did at 
the beginning, taking second place after 
corn in the interest of the pit. The Ar- 
getine shipments were the , fat gent on réc- 
ord, being more than 4,000,000 bu. The larg- 
est before this was for the weekfi ending 
March 17, 1900. Prices sagged on this, but 
not as much as was expected, and, on the 
development of some export business, prices 
regained some of the ground lost. 

Traders are gene rally of the opinion that 
wheat will go lower, corn higher, and they 
don’t care much which way oats goes. 
They base their opinions for the wheat 

slump on the heavy Argentine weekly ship- 
ments and the failure of the winter to do 
any damage to the growing crop, which, 
from reports from various sources, seeme6 
to give the prospect of being a bumper.

control of the situation, The most prominent 
feature has been a disposition to switen 
from eariy to iate montns and this policy 
has been pursued by Liverpoo] quite as ac.- 
tively as by New York.

The Return of the Present Government 
in England at Present Appears 
to Be Assured. 


LONDON, March 2.—So far as Pariia- 
ment is concerned, it might as well dissolve 
at once, for all the interest that is being 
taken in its proceedings. Many apparently 
inspired articles appear forecasting dissolu- 
tion at various dates, but, as a matter of 
fact, the existence of the present house 
depends entirely upon the progress of Brit- 
ish arms in South Africa.

till the last moment allowed by the British 
constitution. With less than a year in 
which to go to the country, it ils only nat- 


possible moment. The Commander-in-Chief 
of the forces, Lord Wolseley, is credited 
with prophesying that Lord Roberts will be 
in Pretoria May 15. If the forecast of the 
almost forgotten Chief Commander of the 
British army should prove correct, it would 
not at all be unlikely that Lord Salisbury 
should appeal to the electors tn June. But 
several of the Cabinet ministers, tncluding 
Lord Lansdowne, the Secretary of State for 
War, have small hope that the war will be 
over before the fall of this year. With 
such a division of opinion prevailing tn the 
best informed circles regarding the dura- 
tloa of the conflict, it is evidently futlle to 
prophecy regarding the tenure of the pres- 
ent Government.

A Sheep Who Had Led Thot- 
sand of His Fellows to 
Slauchter. 


HIS VILLAINY ALMOST HUMAN. 


HEADED PROCESSION TO FATAL 
PEN, BUT NEVER PASSED GATE. 


Became a Pampered Voluptuary, but 
at Last His Conscience Pricked 
Him, He Refused to Do His 
Office and Was Executed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 24.—Judas Iscariot, for 
three years a traitor to his fellow-sneep, 
turned saint this week and paid the penalty 
of death for it. He was slain because his 
awakened conscience would not permit him 
to continue his old game of leading inno- 
cents to slaughter. 

Judas was a big wether. He came from 
Wyoming. At his debut in the Armour 
sheep pens at the stock yards he attract- 
ed no attention, but when the time came to 
drive 1000 sheep to slaughter he placed h.m- 
self in the lead and walked bravely to the 
slaughter pen, but at the coor he turned to 
one side and walked back to his old quart- 
ers. Next day another 1000 sheep were tolied 
off, Judas among them. Again he mar- 
gshalled the host and led it to the threshold 
of the shambles and stood to one side while 


the 1000 went LG their death. 

Judas instantly became a favorite. He 
Was petted, fed on the best and given cozy 
quarriers. He saved the men hours of work 
chasing sheep. If the woolly victims were 
to be transferred from pen Yo pen Judué 
would be sent among thean, and they fo.- 
lowed his lead. During eight years he led 
uncounted thousands of his kind to slaught- 


er. They never .ost faith in him until too 
late He knew all thre Intricacies of the 
pens. In and out, across and beyond, up 


to the slaughter he marched at the head of 
the sheep, and at the door. invariably 
turned ‘‘about fuce’’ and watched the oth- 
ers go to their doom. 

He waxed big and fat and grew tn knowl- 
edge. Last month he began to show symp- 
toms of despondency. It was observed that 
a suspicious moisture was in his eye when 
he did his daily ‘“‘stunt.’’ Once, instead of 
leading the sheep to slaughter, he balked 
and refused to take his place at the head 
of the procession. The butchers petted and 


fed him, but an ugly temper developed. 
Finally he refused absolutely ta play the 
traitor. When placed in the sheep pen he 


started a rebellion and the butehers aver 
that he told the sheep what their fate was 
to be, so that it was almost impossible 
to drive them. He was placed in solitary 
confinement for several days and then put 

k to work. He was worse than ever. 
Then sentence of death was promounced. 
He was led up to the slaughter house, re- 
sisting at every step. Two of the butch- 
ers pleaded for a reprieve, but in vain. 
and there, on the spot he had sent so many 
to be sacrificed, his own life was taken.

The company has power to transport 
the market its products over its own lines, 
both by rail and by water. With a view 
to permitting the present corporations to 
continue their individual existence, we.l- 
drawn powers are given to the company to 
hoid the stock and securities of other cor- 
porations, to guarantee, if necessary, the 
payment of dividends or interest on their 
stock or bonds. 

Full power is given to do business out- 
side of New Jersey, but the restrictions of 
other States must be complied with and the 
permission to go into other States is sub- 
ject to the laws of the localities into which 
the company shall go. 

The whole amount of the $160,000,000 ¢capl- 
tal stock has been subscribed, and the sign- 
ers of the charter are made responsible 
for the payment into the company of $100,- 
000,000 in money or its equivalent. 

The absence of differentiating provisions 
among the stockholders and all arrange- 
ments to perpetuate any one or more per- 
sons in power are noticeable. The direc- 
tors are not classified, they serve for one 
year and no more, the election then goes 
back to the stockholders euch year, and a 


majority of the stockholders elect the 
board. 

There are no preferred stocks, no re- 
etrictions or differentiations among. the 


stockholders, and the entire direction of the 
company is subject to the vote and will of 
the majority. 

The stock has been placed at §1000 a 
share, instead of $100 or less, as has been 
the rule with other corporations. 

This was done, it is said, to prevent spec- 
ulation in the stock. 

The expressed views of Mr. Carnegie as 
to the rights of stockholders for informa- 
tion have been carried out practically in 
the certificate; instead of providing that 
the records of the company shall be in the 
hands of the directors and the stockhold- 
ers shall have no access to them, the char- 
ter provides that books and other records 
of the company shall be open to the stock- 
holders. 

With regard to Hens and mortgages, in- 
stead of putting the whole power in the 
hands of the directors or the executive 
committee, no mortgage or lien may be 
created upon the property of the com- 
pany without the consent of a majority of 
the directors of the whole board, and that 
if the mortgage or lien affects the plants 
of the company in their entirety, or If any 
mortgage is to be given which shall cover 
the property as a whole, it can only be by 
the recommendation of a majority of the 
board of directors, and also by the vote 
of the holders of a majority of the stock.

WASHINGTON, March #4.—How many 
millionaires are there in the Senate? This 
is @ question often heard and all sorts of 
answers are vouchsafed, Actually, there 
ate only eleven men in the ‘Millionaires’ 
Club.” 

There are many rich men in the Senate, 
however, with fortunes ranging from $100,- 
000 to $900,000. 

“What would you call a rich man?” eaid 
Senator Elkins of West Virginia, when he 
was asked concerning the wealthy men of 
the Senate. ‘“‘Do you mean a rich man in 
New York or a rich man in West Virginia? 
A million dollars in some localities is con- 
sidered a vast sum, but in New York— 
never.” 

And so it Is. 

There are not more than four men in the 
Senate—McMillian of Michigan, Elkins of 
West Virginia, Clark of Montana and Kean 
of New Jersey—who would be classed as 


millionaires in New York. The eleven men 
of the Senate, known as men of millions, 


are:

Tiley Provide for Numerous Matters 
Which the Business Men Think 
Would Make the Statute Bet- 
ter for All Concerned.

WASHINGTON, March %.—In the Sen- 
ate to-day Senator Cockrell presented a 
memorial from the Executive Committee 
of the Business Men’s League, and from 
the Board of Directors of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, St. Louis, asking for the addi- 
tion of certain amendments by the Senate 
to the Cullom bill, extending the _ inter- 
state commerce law. The amendments 
asked for are: 

First. To change the language of para- 
graph 3 of the proposed section 6, so as to 
read, ‘“‘But the commission shall within five 
days after cause has been shown, allow 
charges upon 60 days’ notice.” 

Second. To permit railroads to create and 


maintain associations for the purpose of co- 
operation in adopting necessary methods for 
conducting competition; to agree on ways 
and means for material protection, the pub- 
lishing of tariffs, and the doing of such 
things in relation to rates as may not be 
in conflict with the interstate commerce 
3. 

Third. To require the commission to ren- 
der decisions within a reasonable period 
after the taking of testimony. 

Fourth. To empower the commission, if 
they have not power already, to establish 
co-operative agencies in different parta of 
the country for the purpose of a better en- 
forcement of the law; to enable the com- 
mission to co-operate with and be repre- 
Sented in associations which the rallroads 
may form and to act with such associations 
in carrying out the provisions of the law. 

Fifth. To change the term of the com- 
mission to life tenure, subject to removal 
in the event of incompetency or malfeas- 
ance, 

The passage of the bill with these amend- 
ments is earnestly recommended by the pe 
titioners, 


DR. COOMBS IN EXPLANATION 


Although He Has Had to Use Mor- 
phine for Pain, He Says He Was 
Never the Drug’s Victim.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark... March 24.—Dr. J. 
T. Coombs, who is here with his wife and 
family, was seen to-night and asked con- 
cerning the charge that he had resigfied 
the superintendency of the Missouri Insane 
Asylum because of ill-health, caused by the 
excessive use of morphine. He appeared 
Stunned by the question, and after several 


minutes of meditation, said: 

“I resigned of my own free will, and my 
action did not result from any charge or 
intimation that I was addicted to the mor- 
phine habit. You can deny most positively 
that I am now or have ever ‘been a victim 
of that terrible drug.”’ 

When asked to confirm the report that he 
is undergoing treatment at the Keeley In- 
“If you have 
proof to that effect, then I have nothing 
to say. Naturaky am taking a course 
of treatment in the hope of benefiting a 
broken-down constitution. 

‘‘This mach I will say: About a year 
ago 1 was taken down with a violent at- 
tack of inflammatory rheumatism. The 
pain became so intense that my assistant 
physician at the asylum, who attended me, 
recommended morphine. The attack lasted 
for three months, and during that period 
I had recourse to the drug many times, 

“Il came, when abie, to Hot Springs, and 
remained here about a month. The baths 
restored me to health. I abandoned .the 
use of morphine. Now, mind you, I did 
not take morphine save when it was ab- 
solutely necessary.”

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WAS IT WORRY 
OVER HIS WORK? 


New Reason Why Young 
Kimler Took Poison. 


HIS WRITING GAVE OFFENSE. 


MAY HAVE LED HIM TOGO AWAY 
AND DIE. 


He Was a Newspaper Correspondent 
and One of His Items Caused Some 
Trouble—Another Brother Met 
a Tragic Death in Lilinois. 


Was it mortification over the fact that he 
had involved a relative in disagreeable 
notoriety while acting as a local corre- 
spondent for a country newspaper that 
caused 16-year-old John F. Kimler to leave 
home and end his life among strangers? 
Such is the theory hinted at by his older 
brother, Eugene Kimiler of Briscoe, Mo., 
who arrived in the c‘ty last night to take 
charge of the body. 

John F. Kimler was found dead Saturday 
morning in a field near the Wabash bridge 
that crosses Broadway near the norfhern 
city limits. Arrangements with City Un- 
dertaker Schawacker to have the remains 
shipped to the family home at Briscoe, Mo., 
for interment were made by his brother. 

According to him, the suicide was only 16 
years old. He had been away from their 
father’s farm only since Thursday night. 
His reasons for leaving, Kugene Kimier 
said, were, in general, to engage in some 
pursuit of a higner piane than tarming and, 
in particuiar, because of a littie unpleas- 
antness he involved himseif in lately by 
acting’ a3 a newspaper correspondent, 

“My brother was the correspondent at 
Briscoe for the Troy Free FIress,”’ Kugene 
Kimler explained to the Post-Dispatch. 
‘Though only 16, he had received a good 
education and was able to write the notes 
for the paper very well. But he was al- 
ways a lively sort of a boy, and he carried 
this pose’ of fun into his correspondence. 
In a piayful spirit he wrote an item about a 
man that he thought wouldn’t mind. But 
in this he was mistaken. The man took of- 
fense at the publication because it contained 
reference to his calling on a certain young 
woman in our neighborhood. One part of it 
said that she was overheard to tell him, 
while they were in the parlor, that his nose 
Was getting cold. This was particularly 
offensive to the man it referred to. He 
didn't ecg | threaten to do anything to 
my brother, but he made remarks that le 
him to believe that he was not as friendly 
as before the item appeared. My brother 
felt rather badly about it, being of a sen- 
sitive nature. This had something to do 
with his leaving home. 

“But there have been other reasons, He 
wanted to do something better than work 
on a farm, anyhow. So, after this news- 

aper trouble, he just slipped away from 
1ome. He had only ® cents in his pock- 
ets and he couldn't have bought a ticket 
all the way to St. Louls. Anyhow, we 
heard nothing more about him unt!! we got 
the telegran? to-day telling us he had been 
found dead.”’ 

If young Kimler had only 9 cents when 
he startea he must have spent & cents of 
the amount between the time he left home 
and the follinw morning, as when he ar- 
rived in St. Louis and dropped off a Wa- 
bash freight, as an old negress says she 
saw him do, he had only 6 cents. Whore 
he purchased the poison—it was rough-on- 
rats—is not known. In @ note which he 

inred to his coat, before lying down for 

is final sleep, were the words “There is 
no pleasure in this worid,”” and a request 
that his father be not-fied. 

What makes the suicide of this 16-year- 
old youth practically startling to the peo- 
ple of Lincoln County, where hie father is 
a@ prominent farmer, is that he is the sec- 
ond of Charles F. Kimiler’s three sons to 
meet a tragic death within two years. 

Burt Kimler, then 21 years old, was found 
dead by the roadside one frosty morning in 
November, 1898, near Valpraiso, Ind. It 
Was reported at the time that he had com- 
mitted suicide. A man who claims to know 
the family is authority for the statement 
that In a buttonhole of his coat a note 
was discovered reading somewhat like the 
one pinned to John Kimler’s coat Satur- 
Gay and that a package of rough-on-rats 
was also found close by. tured Kimier, 
however, says this story ts falre.

dered,” he said with considerable emphasis 
Ro the Post-Dispatch last night. “He 
was attending school at Valpraiso, Ind, 
While there he was taken sick and came 
home to recuperate. After getting better, 
he started back. But he never reached the 
school again. As he was going along the 
road leading to Valpraiso he was attacked 
and killed. He had about $100 with him at 
the time, but the money was not found on 
his dead body. We tried to ferret out the 
murderer. 

But have never been able to get an 
trace of him. I am now the only boy le 
in the family. I have one sister, though. 
Father had not heard of my  brother’s 
death when I left home. He was not there 
when the news came, but was on another 
farm of his, some elght miles away. I im- 
mediately sent a messenger to notify him, 
though, and he will be there when I get 
back with the body to-morrow.” 

It seems that both the youth who com- 
mitted suicide and his brother who met 
death in Indiana were heirs to about $2000 
from the estate of their own mother. Her 
death is said to have grieved both of them 
greatly. It is also said that the youngest 
boy made no effort to get his share of the 
estate and was apparently contented until 
lately to work in his father’s field. It is 
the theory of some who knew the family 
that brooding over Burt’s death caused 
“Tom,” as he was called, to kill himself, 
but this theory is scouted by the surviv- 
ing brother.

NO HOPE OF THE. TRANSFER. 


GARDINER BILL IS SMOTHERED 
IN THE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


The Same Influences Have Forced the 
Danish Cabinet to Resign, but 
Acquirement by Germany 
Is Still Opposed. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Right upon 
the heels of the Post-Dispatch’s exclusive 
story that Secretary Hay’s plan for the 
purchase of the Danish West Indies caused 
the overthrow of the Danish Cabinet, it is 
learred that the Gardiner bill, providing 
for the purchase of the islands for $4,000,000, | 
has been smothered in committee. There 
appears to be little doubt that the bill is 
dead. This result has been brought about 
by a combination of powerful influences, it 
is said, and the prime mover in it is a 
great corporation which has no direct in- 
terest in the islands, but is merely carry- 
ing out an ageement made with a foreign 
power. : 
The private arrangement made by Mr. 
White, Secretary of Legation in London, 
with King Christian and his Cabinet, gives 
the United States an option on the islands 
until the close of the present Congress, 
The failure to report the bill before the 
adjournment of Congress will effectually 
block the whole scheme. 

Actual admission that the purchase is 
hardly a possibility and the fact that all 
negotiations have been called off is shown 
by the statement that Capt. Christmas, who 
came to this country as the accredited rep- 


resentative of the Danish Government to 
oversee the negotiations, will receive his 
passports next week. Capt. Christmas said 
that he had been in this country only a 
few days when he became aware that strong 
forces were at work to prevent the sale of 
the islands. He says that a plain proposi- 
tion was made to him that opposition to 
the bill would be withdrawn for a price. 
It is admitted that Germany is anxious to 
get possession of the islands by lease and 
that this is acceptable to the Russian Goyv- 
ernment. The Danish representatives are 
in possession of a copy of articles of in- 
corporation of a company to purchase valu- 
able lands in the tropics as soon as they 
shall come under the German flag. 

A prominent member of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, to which the 
Gardiner bill was referred, said to-day: 
“Germany will not be permitted to acquire 
contro] of the Danish West Indies, either 
by purchase or lease. The Monroe Doc- 
trice will be invoked.”

CHITCAGO, March 21.—‘Jimmy’” Dun- 
lap, the noted safe blower and bank rob- 
ber, was arrested here this evening 
at his room on Wabash avenue.

A Long and Interesting Talk With the 


Veteran Manager of the St. 
Louis Club. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


HOT SPRINGS, March %4.—The St. Louis 


Club, under the leadership of Oliver P. 
Tebeau, feels sure of capturing the coming 
baseball pennant. 

The determination to win may be ranked 
with the good intentions of other teams, 
yet none will deny that the outlook for the 
home nine was ever brighter. 

Neither money nor men has been spared 
to give St. Louis a blue ribbon organization 
of ball tossers. 

The preliminary work is practically ended 
and little now remains save io pick the 
cream from an aggregation of stars. 

The available timber includes approx!- 


mately 35 men, and of that number about 
6&0 are training here. 


The cost of caring for such a large body 
of players and exercising a judicious con- 
trol over them, Is not uninteresting. 

The principal task has been «assigned to

Mr. Tebeau, who holds the double title 
of captain and manager. He handles his 
men with the ease of a general. 

For 15 years Tebeau hag been a prominent 
figure in the basebail world. He is a St. 
Louis product, having begun tTiis career 
with the sphere and the stick »n the lots 
in NorthSt. Louls As an infieldef¥ on an ama- 
teur team styled “‘The Shamrocks,”’ his 
playing attracted attention. There was an- 
other lad, Jack O’Connor, the present 
catcher of the St. Louis Club, who also did 
clever work for the Shamrocks. 

One day both received a telegram from 
the manager of the baseball team at Jack- 
sorville, Ill, offering them $7 a week to 
play there. The youngsters unhesitatingly 
accepted the opportunity. 

At the close of the season the St. Joe 
Club made a bid for their services. That 
was in 1886. Tebeau was then about 19 
years old and O'Connor 18. A year with 
the St. Joe nine and the two drifted apart, 
Tebeau going to Denver, while O’Conhnor 
accepted a position with an Eastern team, 
Thenceforth they had easy sailing. 

After a brief connection with the Omaha 
Club, Tebeau'’s release was purchased by 
the Chicagos, and he was soon heralded as 
the greatest third baseman in the country. 


had their confjderce for ten yoors. and the 
fact that he has assumed full charge of the 
' team this year and looked after ail the 
financial] arrangements inciaental to their 
training is evidence that they are firmly 
attached to rim. 
Tebeau’s heart and mind are set constant- 
ly on the ball field. His ideag on the sub- 
ject are formed from long experience. 
Concerning the present trip. he eald: 
“When I started South we had about 
twenty men wihuiie several joined us at Hot 
“od mp The three games in Memphis 
netted us a small eum which about de 
frayed our expenses in that city. As @ 
matter of fact, it rakes a heap of the long 
green to lodge, teed and pay for the trans- 
portation of so many men. The outlay so 
far has exceeded $00, and another $1000 
will be required before we reach St. Louls. 
“Before signing a contract with a man 
he is ueualiy taken on tria., during which 
oh a ali of his necessary expenses are 
paid, 


“We have with us this year a number 
of new men, some of whom came a dis- 
tance of 25 miles to show what they could 
do. If their work is not sutiefactory or 
Owing to a surplus of good men, thelr serv- 
ices are nut needed, they are sent home,” 


In this connection Mr. Tebeau noted that 
there are in training half a dozen young 
men not out of their teens who have been 
received from minor league teams. 

a Player,’’ he said, ‘secured from a 
minor league has many points to learn, In 
the first place we generally know about 
what he can do, but the making of a first- 
class bal! player often Jies in the develop- 
ing of his ability. 

“Take fcr instance a pitcher. He must 
have absouute control over the ball before 
he {ts available. Above alli, he 
Clear-headed, for not infrequently 
ls caught in c quarters, say 
Stance, when the bases are full 
men out; or maybe, there are two 
out and the man at bat has had two strikes 
called on him, a wild bali or a premature 
throw would luce the game, whereas @& bit 
vf nerve would win out 

“A new plaver must be instructed, gen- 
erally speaking, on base running, stealing 
bases, handiing the bat. knowing when to 
run, how ‘to watch his position, and what to 
do with the ball when he gets it.’’ 

“I’very man must be treated with accord- 
ing to his dispositicn. What might offend 
one Would be taken as a joke by anotner. 
You can no more afford to offend the fecl- 
ings of a ball player than you can those 
of a woman. He is touchy usually about 
his ability and then there are times when 
severe criticism is urgent and we do not 
hesitate to express our opinions. 

“The prime essential needed by a ball 
layer, in my estimation, confidence. 
Many a poor fellow has left the diamond 
because of a lack of it. I remember on the 
Cieveland Club we had a first taseman by 
the name of Virtue. As a runner, a hitter 
and tielder he was a marvel. But he cidn’t 
possess confidence in himself and dt the 
critical moments he exercised unpardon- 
able Judgement. His resignation was sim- 
ply due to that one defect,

THE M’COY-FITZSIMMONS FIGHT 
MAY PROVE INTERESTING. 


OTHER NEWS ABOUT PUGILISTS. 


No One Knows Yet Just Why the 
Sailor Did Not Sign to Meet 
the Cornishman. 


Bome say that Fitzsimmons used much 


undue haste on Tuesday last, when he hur- , 
ried across the street from the Delavan ! 


in New York and made a match with Kid 
McCoy. 

His only excuse was that Sharkey had 
not appeared on time at the Delavan to 
make a match with him, 

Sharkey might have been delayed through 
sickness or something of that sort, but 
without waiting to hear from him Fitz 
went right off and made other arrange- 
ments. 


The announcement that the red-topped ex- 
champion and the sailor are not to meet 
will be a big disappointment to followers of 
the fighting game all over the country. 
Tho meeting of this pair looked like a bat- 
tle that would be strictly on the level, and 
one of the greatest glove contests in the 
history of the ring was looked for. 

Now there is small chance that the pair 
will ever meet to settle the argument that 
started when Fitz was robbed of his vic- 
tory over the marine by Wyatt Earp out in 
’Frisco. 

At this distance it is hard to judge who 
is to blame, but it must be admitted that 
Fitz was apparently overly hasty in calling 
everything off. The kangaroo says Sharkey 
promised to come around Tuesday and coy- 
er his forfeit of $7000. 

The sailor did not show up, and Fitz re- 
fused to listen to O'’Rorurke when the latter 
said he would make the forfeit good. While 
ihe interested parties were waliting 
Sharkey, Julian and O'Rourke got 
argument over thelr bids, Julian had bid 
67 per cent of the house on behalf of the 
Westchester Club, and O'Rourke bid 60 per 
cent for the Seaside Club. O'Rourke said 
the Westchester Club did not exist, and 
that the bid was simply a bluff to boos: 
the price or a stall to give Fitz a chance 
to crawl out of the fight. 

It has been generally believed that Fitz 
and his former manoger, Julian, have been 
on the outs ever since their fuss at 
Sherman House in Chicago last summer, 
but at Tuesday's meeting it was pretty 
evident’ that the pair have made up again.

This is ta prevent any one from 
reaching the upper floors, even though en- 
trance were to be gained to the [first floor. 

About moon Houlihan forced his way into 
the building. He did nat Know how to 
operate the elevator and he climbed the 
ropes hand over hand until he reached the 
fourth floor.

A ST. LOUIS WORKER’S FRIGHT- 
FUL EXPERIENCE. 


His Head Lacerated and His Injuries 
Serious—He Lay for Three Hours 
Pinioned by a Great 
Weight of Debris. 


William Fuchs arrived at Union Station 
last night suffering from the effects of 
a terrible ordeal. 

He was buried for hours under tons of 
debris in a coal mine and was rescued and

Anna Parnell, who holds her brother itn 
supreme contempt, again writes saying that 
absolute indifference is not a sufficiently 
marked attitude for the Irish Nationalists 
to adopt toward the Queen. ;She deprecates 
“ummannerly hooting,’’ but suggests that 
the crowd siiuld sing Irish national and 
Boer songs. She proceeds: 

“As to the decorations, the only 
color will be biack. The Queen is said 
like the insignia of mourning, and there is 
no reason why she should not see plenty of 
it. Every day of her reign the Irish peuple 
have had to wear mourning in their hearts, 
though it has made them far too to 
wear it on their backs.” 

Archbishop Walsh, at present in Rome, 
found that Lord Mayor Pilo had put his 
name on the committee of decorations for 
the Queen's visit without his consent. The 
Archbishop telegraphed him that this was 
an impertinence and ordered its removal. 
Other public men whose assent Pilo had 
also anticipated did likewise. 

Meanwhile Lim Harrington, 
forms the 
defeated when his term as member of the 
Corporation expires next January, and ev- 
ery Nationalist Councellor who voted for 
an address to the Queen will also be re- 
jected. 

The feeling of the Nationalists is not all 
@gainst the Queen, but against Lord Mayor 
Pilo for what they regard as a gratutious 
piece of toadyism. The Queen wiil be well 
received—in fact, in the excitement of the

CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES IN GREAT 
TUMULT. 


MEMBERS HOWL LIKE HYENAS. 


Solution of the Trouble Seems to Be 
for the Ministry to Resign or the 
Chamber to Dissolve. 


ROME, March 2.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day the resumpticn of the de- 
bate on the motion of Signor Pantano, 
Radical, first introduced yesterday, provid- 
ing for the convocation of the constituent 
assembly for the reform of the constitution, 
was marked by scenes of disorder. The 
President, who yesterday refused to put 
the motion and was sustained by the howvse 
to-day prevented Signor Pantano from 
making a speech, whereupon the Socialists 
abused the President, whose action, how- 
ever, was approved by the majority of the 
Chamber. 

This gave rise to a tremendous tumult, 
the Sociaiists and Radicais shouting and 
cheering for the constituent assembly, and 
the Conservatives and Mo2lerates responding 
with cheers for the king and monarchy. 
Eventually, the President was compelled to 
suspend the session, and on its resumption, 
the President designated a Conservative 
as the next speaker, at whicno the leftists 
violently protested, demanding that Signor 
Pantano be allowed to be heard. 

A deafening uproar resulted. The cham- 
ber resembled a beer garden, each side try- 
ing to howl the other down. Finally the 
President pronounced the adjournment of 
the house. 

It is the general !mpression that tn face 
of the opposition’s determined policy of ob- 
struction, the solution of the crisis is the 
resignation of the ministry or the dissolu- 
tion of the chamber.

GOVERNMENT IN VAIN. 


MOST SEVERE ON MILLERAND. 


Interpellations of the Iinistry, How- 
ever, Are Cleverly Warded Off, One 
After Another Being Futile. 


March 4.—The Waldeck-Rous- 
seau ministry, after enjoying a _ short 
breathing space, had to sustain another 
assault from its Nationalist opponents in 
the Chamber of Deputies this week, and 
came through the ordeal without much dif- 
ficulty. Indeed, the only result the Na- 
tionalists achieved is to accentuate the 
fact that the Government has come to stay 
through the Exposition. Their organs beat 
the air with violent and ceaseless stric- 
tures upon the Government's policy, and 
with attempts to embroil France in foreign 
complications, but Parllament seems de- 
termined to leave the reins of power in M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau’s hands. 

The opposition, having falled tn frontal 
attacks, tried a flanking movement on Fri- 
day, and again came to. grief. They 
brought forward two interpellations, which 
were pistols leveled at the head of M. 
Millerand, the Minister of Commerce and 
Industry, and both missed fire. 

M. Milierand is the Nationalist bete noire 
and is also the most vulnerable point In 
the Government's armor on account of his 
Socialistic opinions, and in Friday’s in- 
terpellations the opposition sought to show 
that his action tn the questions under 
discussion was prompted by his own per- 
sonal interests and was to the prejudice 
of the interests of the country. The suc- 
cess of the interpellations would have in- 
volved the resignation of M. Millerand and 
a cabinet crisis, which the opposition huped 
would lead to the breaking up of the minis- 
t(ry—‘‘to divide order, to overthrow gov- 
ernment’’—as M. Millerand himself de- 
seribed their tactics in defending nis ac- 
Th

MANY WORKMEN IDLE. 


German Industries Unable to Employ 
a Million in Need of Work. 

BPRLIN, Mareh 4.—A commercial survey 
for Germany during the present month ap- 
pears in. to-day’s Tageblatt, apparently 
based on reliable figures. dts gist ls as fol- 
Germany for the first time in his- 
tory Js unable to employ about a million 
tollers. not because of lack of work, but 
because of lack of fuel and raw stuffs. The 
Austrian coal strike is partly responsible 
for this and all the industries here are over- 
crowded with orders, the iron industry be- 
ing the most affected, the Prussian Gov- 
ernment alone having recently placed or- 
ders for 600 locomotives and 9000 cars. The 
whole machine industry is in a similar con- 
dition, excepting the bicycle business. 
Within a year 3% bicycle works have 
ceased to exist. The German shipyards are 
overcrowded with war vessels in course of 
construction. In 3 yards there are now 
in progress of construction &8 vessels of 
every kind. The German foreign trade of 
1899 amounted to 10 milliards, of which sev- 
en were maritime, meaning an increase in 
the latter of 1.300.000 marks. The same 
ratio of increase !s maintained. German 
capital invested in shipping amounts to 
nearly 600,000,000 marks and is yearly iIn- 
creasing. Even the textile industry Is 
flourishing and the rs wages are 
being raised without stri

LONDON, March &.—Great Britain has 
grown weary of her seriousness and of 
her military experts with their cold, cal- 
culating deduction, and lengthy casualty 
lists no longer make the dally papers things 
of sadness and terror. The war, according 
to the average opinion, is practically over- 
To be sure, it may be months before Lord 
Roberts reaches Pretoria, but his going 
there is regarded as sure as that the hands 
move round a clock, and it ts claimed he 
is not going to lose many men in getting 
there. 

A dozen defeats could scarcely spoil the 
supreme self-satisfaction and assurance 
of ultimate victory that reigns among the 
average public. It is not altogether shared 
by the press, but it is what the great 
majority of the English people feel. In 
society the cry now is “Ho, for the Cape” 
and the dressmakers are up to their eyes 
in work making tollets suited for the cli- 
mate of the great war base.

Maddern Fiske, who presented 
Langdon Mitchell’s dramatization of 
Thackeray’s “Vanity Fair’ at the Grand 
Opera House last week, discussed the 
stage and its tendencies on Tuesday aift- 
ernoon at the St. Nicholas Hotel. 
The Sunday Post-Dispatch arranged 
the interview and a representative of this 
paper was present with a stenographer. 
t was a bnght conversation between 
a preacher of broad culture and an actress 
who has won her way to the head of her 
profession in America through her in- 
tellectual force. Mr. Day had seen Mrs. 
Fiske’s “Becky Sharp” and in the con- 
versation touched upon certain problems 
the play suggested and which have been 
recently discussed by clerical critics of 
the stage in many pulpits. : 
Mrs. Fiske has been averse to the old 
e6tyle interview, but she entered heartily 
into the arrangement for the conversa- 
tion with Mr. Day when the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch suggested the new idea 
in journalism. 
e conversation, lacking such matter 
as was only interesting to the principals, 
is reproduced verbatim below. 
MR. DAY: Mrs. Fiske, I would like 
to ask you, as a leader in your profes- 
sion, what are the encouraging tenden- 
cies in the dramatic field, as a part of 
public life, an educating and socializ- 
ing influence—-what is the tendency 
towards commercialism, the mercenary 
standard? The church feels that ten- 
~denoy. Ministers are embarrassed by the 
ddeais of those who look at everything 
from the money standpoint, unt!l often 
instead of public worship we have the 
concert hall idea, carried out solely with 
the object of making it successful from 
@ monetary point of view. The stage reg- 
isters that tendency still more: but what 
are the signs of encouragement, as 
Q@gainst whatever debasing influences 
may follow the mercenary aim? 

MRS. FISKE: Asto that Iam a creat 
optimist. There is of course a great deal 
of vulgarity and commercialism at pres- 
ent, but it will pass away as it has 
passe] away before. 

MR. DAY: That is one of the health- 
fest things about the stage, that there 
should be optimism i within, as

well as on the outside. Do you think 
the stage is affected for good by the 
criticisms of those outside—the criti- 
cisms, 1 mean, of those I may call Phari- 
sees, Who look upon the stage as wholly 
separate from society instead of as a del- 
icate register of society? 

MRS. FISKE: I believe we all call 
acting an art, and if we do call it an 
art, I do not see how it is possible to 
apply any standard of criticism different 
from those we apply to the arts, for in- 
stance, of music, poetry or literature. 

MR. DAY: You no doubt hold that the 
maxim, “‘Thou shalt not preach,” ap- 
plies to the stage? 

MRS. FISKE: I belleve, as Mr. Win- 
ter has recently said, that without en- 
deavoring to convey a lesson, in every 
real work of art, morality is present, al- 
though it may not be obviously intend- 
ed. Of course in criticising acting there 
is no science to be studied by the critic 
—I am not speaking of the newspaper 
critic, but of any man who looks upon 
the stage and wants to understand the 
work of acting. In music there is a 
science to study. When people come to 
hear music they are usually well in- 
formed and Know what is wrong and 
What ig right, because thefe are fixed 
rules. But in acting it is rather hap- 
hazard. For example, we rarely see a 
harmonious performance. We would not 
tolerate an tnharmonious symphony; 
one instrument out of key would ruin the 
whole, and you would be aware of it In- 
stantly. But it is rarely we see a har- 
monious play; there is always a false 
note somewhere in the most perfect per- 
formance. We can reoall but few stage 
productions that could be called perfect. 
I cannot at this moment recall but one, 
a pantomime that I saw once, “The 
Prodigal Son,’ which seemed to me to 
be a well rounded and perfectly beauti- 
ful work of art. 

MR. DAY: Then, considering the 
etage as dominated by the artistic ideal, 
how far can the moralists go in judging 
its effect on the public morals? 

MRS. FISKE: To demand that art 
shall be symmetrical and perfect, of the 
highest standard. You prefer religious 
music-—-l do—because it is the noblest. 
In acting I think tragedy is the noblest. 
{ agree entirely with Mr. Winter that 
the moral is present in‘Rll good art, per- 


haps not directly, but it is there, 

THE POST-DISPATCH: Why does 
this inperfection that you speak of ex- 
ist? Is it the fault of the playwright, 
the actors, or the public? 

MRS. FISKE: There is no standard to 
go by. There should be. Perhaps some 
day some genius will discover a science 
for the stage, if there is suchathing. It 
will in my view be closely allied to men- 
tal science. 

MR. DAY: Will it be a science? 
{t not rather be an art? 

MRS. FISKE: The scientific spirit will 
govern it. Science is completely tabulat- 
ed and known, but in acting there must 
be an cpen door; there must be free play. 
There is in every art something above 
science. The perfect musician is not 
merely the one who understands the 
technique perfectly. What is perfect in 
symmetry must be illuminated by soul 
and then it is perfect. Technique with- 
out soul is imperfect. Some people we 
see on the stagé are full of what is called 
temperament, which {ts splendid if based 
upon scientific knowledge of technique 
and a good knowledge of artistic propri- 
ety. Lut sometimes this wonderful tem- 
perament is wasted because there is 
nothing under it. On the other hand, 
we sornetimes see a man with science 
in his work but who lacks temperament, 
and is therefore unsatisfactory. The two 
must be combined to make the perfect 
artis‘. 

THE POST-DISPATCH: Suppose an 
artist, produces a beautiful work—a 
Painting or a piece of sculpture—repre- 
senting some event that is immoral in 
its teaching. We do not criticise the 
work. It is a correct representation of 
the event, though that event happens 
to be wicked or repugnant. We do not 
find fault with its representation on that 
account. 

MRS. FISKE: I think noble artists 
choose noble subjects. 

THkE POST-DISPATCH: A gescene such 
as the Slaughter of the Innocents sug- 
gested. 

MRS. FISKE: Yes, that ts noble art. 
I thought you meant photographic work, 
slum scenes and reproductions of that 
kind. 

MR. DAY: Does not the principle that 
requires, that art shall not moralize also 
require that art shall not demor-

alize? He who says “Art for art’s 
sake,’ is he right or wrong? 

MRS. FISKE: I could never under- 
stand that maxim, “Art for art’s sake.” 
I could never see what it could possibly 
mean. 

MR. DAY: Those who have misused 
that phrase have thought that fidelity 
to that principle meant that morals shall 
have nothing to do with art. Is not art 
degraded by such views? 

MRS. FISKE: That makes it all very 
vulgar. 

MR. DAY: Ig ft not true in regard to 
the reform.of the stage, that it can 
only be accomplished by our getting in 
sympathy with it? We can never work 
any permanent good until we first get 
closer relationship. It cannot be done 
from the outside. Most judgments of 
the stage are extremely provincial, be- 
cause they are not based on human ac- 
quaintance. They look upon the sub- 
ject in a purely arbitrary and mechant- 
cal way. 

MRS. FISKE: Yes, I believe that is 
the case. 

THE POST-DISPATCH: Don’t you 
think,. Mrs. Fiske, that. the Rev. Dr. 
Sheldon of Topeka has been guilty of 
criticising the newspapers from. the 
standpoint which Mr. Day has just con- 
demned? 

MRS. FISKE: What has Mr. Sheldon 
done? How long has he been working 
on his experiment? I have read practi- 
cally nothing about it. . 

MR. DAY: Only one week. He held 
the editorial chair only for one week. 

MRS. FISKE: And failed? 

THE POST-DISPATCH: The expert- 
ment failed In a certain degree. It was 
found, after the first two or three days, 
that the Sheldon experiment was in no 
sense a newspaper. 

MRS. FISKE: I should have tmagined 
that it would have been a great success 
because it was a sensation. 

MR. DAY: It failed for the same rea- 
son that I should fail if, because I had 
condemned certain plays on the boards, 
I should undertake to hire a’theater and 
manage plays according to my princi- 
ples. You can see what a botch I should 
make of it. I would spoil a 
possibly good preacher to make a bad 
play nmianager. This seems to prove that 
what is needed is closer relationship be- 
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tween the professien which you honor 
and those who criticise it. Is it not so? 

MRS. FISKE: I am not prepared to 
answer that. Do you mean socially? 

MR. DAY: No, I mean in the broad 
fleld of human relationship. 

MRS. FISKE: I cannot answer that. 
I have not given it much thought. 

MR. DAY: I want to ask Mrs. Fiske 
about the Actors’ Church Alliance; what 
is your estimate of it? 

MRS. FISKE: I do not know. I have 
not joined it, though I know a number 
of people who have. I believe the idea 
is to bring the actors and the church 
people into closer sympathy. Whether 
they have accomplished anything I do 
not know. 

MR. DAY: I happen to have seen, 
within a year or two, an example of 
the kind of judgment people form of 
the stage as a profession. One of my 
former parishioners, a young woman, be- 
gan to study for the stage and was suc- 
cessful. People were scandalized. What 
struck me about it was the narrow, pro- 
vincial way people look upon the stage. 
To them it was wholly wrong for this 
young woman to enter the profession. 


MRS. FISKE: Moral suicide. 

MR. DAY: Yes; I think I was the 
first one who taught them to look upon 
it in a different way. I braced the young 
woman up and endeavored to stem the 
tide of prejudice. 

MRS. FISKE: 
sult? 

MR. DAY: The result was she has 
gone on and is doing well. The 
mother geemed to think that the 
Ideal life for her daughter was for her 
to stop and dry up in that little coun- 
try town, when she had a talent for act- 
ing and none to any especial degree in 
other directions. Yet they all thought 
she was simply, as you say, committing 
moral suicide. They judged the stage 
as too many do; they lumped it in one 
vast condemnation, without discrimina- 
tion or real knowledge on which to base 
judgment. And what I hoped you would 
ercourage me in believing was that this 
narrowness is passing away; that a; bet- 
ter acquaintance is coming about. Many 
people look upon the stage as my boys 
would look upon a menagerie—they are 
so whollv removed from that way of 
living. And vice versa. Is not a minis- 
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ter often looked at as a new kind of anf- 
mal, whom you watch to see what he 
will do next? Every influence that de- 
stroys this distrust is good. Are not 
these influences growing? 

MRS. FISKE: I am not prepared to 
gay. The class of plays that prevail for 
the most part now are not conducive to 
the growth of sympathy between the fin- 
er minded among the public and the ac- 
tors who take part in such playa 

MR. DAY: Why? 

MRS. FISKE: Because many of them 
are very vulgar, utterly without art and 
ideal. 

THE POST-DISPATCH: But you are 
optimistic as to that; you believe that 
the stage will reach a higher plane. 

MRS. FISKE: Yes; it is doing 40, 
gradually. ‘ 

MR. DAY: How much liberty of choice 
is there among the members of your pro- 
fession, as regards the plays they act? 

MRS. FISKE: I think all the stars, 
who are practically their own managers, 
are entirely free in their choice. It is 
those actors who are managed by others 
who are dictated to with regard to plays, 

MR. DAY: What proportion does that 
include? 

MRS. FISKE: A very large propor- 
tion. 

MR. DAY: Among those who have 
the management and selection of their 
plays, what standards of selection con- 
trol them? It seems to me that this 
freedom of choice could be made an en- 
tering wedge for influencing the stage 
for good. 

MRS. FISKE: I am not prepared to 
answer that. To do so, one would have 
to have a wide acquaintance. 

THE POST-DISPATCH: Why do you 
play “Becky Sharp.” a comedy, instead 
of ‘Tess of the D'Urbervilles?” 

MRS. FISKE: I think that In select- 
ing plays an actor is not worthy of be- 
ing called an artist if he cannot show 
his talent in various lines. The idea of 
an actor playing inp one line all the time 
is ridiculous. He would not be thought 
an artist anywhere but here. Think of 
the actors of Italy and other European 
countries; they appear one day in com- 
edy, the next In tragedy. and so on. To 
play one thing alone is stagnation. 

MR. DAY: Then the choice is exceed- 
ingly wide, and generous, 


MRS. FISKE: It should be. The Dill 
which delights me most is a double 
play, a noble little tragedy, written by 
an American, followed by Sardou’s de- 
lightful, rollicking “Divorcons.” /That 
is always very pleasing for its con- 
trast, which is so necessary in every- 
thing. 

MR. DAY: Do you think actors and 
actresses get so absorbed in their spe- 
clal work that they fall to look upon «a 
play from the standpoint of the publie? 

MRS. FISKE: Possibly we do.\ Its 
necessary for the artist, in any field, to 
keep a watch on himself every moment. 

MR. DAY: For instance, a preacher 
gets into a rut if he is not continually 
absorptive of the judgments around him, 
If he attempts to impose upon the peo- 
ple a certain thing, simply because he 
wants it, he fails. Now, to what de- 
gree is the dramatic profession responst- 
ble to public influence? Does it come 
back to the question of what pays? Is 
that the register of the actor in the se-. 
lection of plays? 

MRS. FISKE: I have found in my own 
experience that what is best tn art guc- 
ceeds. Our best plays from the art 
standpoint have been our most success- 
ful ones pecuniarily. This justifies my 
optimism, It has been proved over and 
over again that the best plays pay in 
the long run. 

THE POST-DISPATCH: Ané4 the best 
critic Is the public? 

MRS. FISKE: Yes, in the long run. It 
is a question of the survival of the fit- 
test.

stands ready to prove what he has said 
about his diseovery. Only the other night 
he demonstrated the truth of his assertions 
to the satisfaction of a large gathering of 
scientific men. 

In connection with these experiments he 

has made another discovery that will excite 
the wonder of savants. He has found that 
ball lightning can be reproduced artificially 
and successfully photographed by his new 
process. 
* For many years it: has been a moot 
question whether such a thing as pall light- 
ning exists. It has been described by lay- 
men, but no scientist has ever observed It. 
Ball lightning has been classed with the 
sea serpent as an alleged marvel of nature 
whose existenne was extremely doubtful. 

Ball lightning is supposed to be the kind 
that strikes. Prof. Nipher believes he has 
settled the fact that ball lightning exists 
and also that he can show why it never 
strikes in the same place twice. 

There are other interesting features about 
the results attained by Prof. Nipher. In 
fact, one ie puzzled when he tries to think 
in how many ways it may be applied in 
sclence and art. 

Electricity is the agent he employs. He 
has found that the sparks discharged from 
the terminal of a Holtz marhine can be re- 
produced exactly on a plrotagraphic plate. 
A plate spoiled by light is as good as any 
other for the purpose. 

The results achieved grew out of exper!- 
ments extending over four years. 

The Holtz machine which Prof. Nipher 
uses in exposing his plates is a cantrivance 
with two glass wheels which can be moved 
simultaneously in opposite directions. 
Metal plates on inese wheels come in con- 


whether Intermittent electric sparks would 
produce any effect on a sensitive plate 

The development of his discovery was pe- 
cullarly interesting. 

Between the terminals.of the machine he 
placed a condenser, consisting of a glass 
plate coated on the under side with tinfoil. 
On this he laid the photographic plate. On 
the center of the photographic plate he 
placed a small brass scale weight. One of 
the terminals of the machine was placed 
below the condenser and the other over it 
a fraction of an inch above the metal disc. 
By turning the glass wheel sparks were 
made to pass from the upper terminal toa 
the disc. If the path were unobstructed 
the natural route of the sparks would be 
from one terminal! to the other. Their ten- 
dency is to get there despite the obstruc- 
tion. They pass through the-disc and en- 
counter the glass plate, which is a non-con- 
ductor.. Then they start out to find the 
nearest metallic surface, which is the tin- 
foll on the under side of the condenser. 

The effect of this is a series of discharges 
in all directions from every portion of the 
diss in contact with the photographic plate. 
Sparks play all over the surface of the 
plate and each one of them acts in some 
way on the film. 

Prof. Nipher at first worked with plates 
that had not been exposed to light, but he 
found that better results were obtainable 
if the plate had been previously exposed to 
light. This seemed ta interfere in no way 
with the electrical action.

light and after putting !t through the fixing 
bath he found that he had a much better 
picture than he had ever before obtained. 

From that time he developed his plates 
under full light. The other day he discov- 
ered that it was not necessary to develop 
thease electrically exposed plates ta bring 
out the image. All that is necessary is to 
put them through the fixing bath. In all 
bis operations of developing and fixing he 
uses the materials emploved in ordinary 
photegraphy. He gets the best results 
when the plates are exposed in the dark 
and developed, in the light of an inean- 
descent lamp. 

The exact reproduction of thea markings of 
the discs used/ cause the discharge is due 
to the fart that every point on the raised 
surface gives forth a discharge of sparks 
which leave their tmprint on the plate. 

Some of the results are beautiful and sug- 
gest improvements in the existing methods 
of printing and engraving. An English sci- 
entist has invented a method of printing 
without ink which depends on the applica- 
tian of the same principle. 

Prof. Nipher does not claim this feature 
as his own. He attarhes the ereatest im- 
portance to the fact that he is able to man- 
ufacture ball lightning artificially and ob- 
tain a picture of ft on a photographic plate. 

This discovery was entirely beyond the 
original scope of his experiments and wag 
made only recently. 

While operating the Holtz machine he no- 
ticed a smal] sphere of light on the edge of

street, Brooklyn, N. Y., wha has been yisit- 
ing her daughter, Mrs. Charlies W. Lee, 
wife of a prominent citizen here, was found 
dead in bed Sunday afternoon. She had 
retired in seeming perfect health. 

Mrs. Tee, as the result of a@ recent sur- 
gical operation, was confined to her bed, 
slowly convalescing. The mother, appar- 
ently in robust health, retired late Satur- 
day night. According to her custom she 4!4 
not appear at breakfast Sunday morning. 
but greeted her son-in-law cheerfully when 
he entered her room at noon and placed 
fruit and coffee at her bedside. Mrs. Pettit 
was a habitual late riser, and breakfast In 
bed was with her a matter of course. 

A short time after Mr. Lee had left Mrs. 
Pettit’'s apartment, her daughter says she 
saw the well-remembered figure of her 
father, dead 16 years, pass along the hal! 
am] enter_the room occupied by her mother. 

Disti inctly. she declares, she heard her 
father’s voice say: 

**‘Margaret, came with me.” 

“Overcome with fright, unable elther to 
move or scream,” sald Mrs. Lee, in re- 
counting her mystifying experience, “I lay 
with eyes fixed on the door of my mother’s 
room and ears strained to catch the slight- 
est sound. Clearly I heard my mother an- 
swer father’s command. Her words were 
indistinct, but the tone implied her willing- 
ness to go. 

“An instant later the door swung noise- 
lessly open and my father stepped across 
the threshold, carrying mother tenderly in 
his arms. They vanished as I looked at 
them."’ 

Mrs. Lee, recovering her voice, cried out 
to her husband as the apparition passed 
away. 

“Something has happened to mother!” 
she shouted. “Go to her! Go quickiy!’ 

Mr. Lea tried to.sooth the hysterical 
woman, then, to humor her, went to the 
mother’s roam. 

Mrs. Pettit lay dead tn bed. 
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ROBABLY no section of St. Louis has 
undergone such a wonderful trans- 
formation in recent years as that por- 

tion of Lucas place between Fourteenth 
and Seventeenth streets. 

A quarter of a century aog it was the 
ultra-fashionable residenee district of the 
city. To<lay a majority of the magnificent 
old mansions along that thoroughfare are 
doirg service as boarding houses while an 
interesting minority are devoted to the pub- 
lication of denominational papers and the 
distribution of millions of Bibles, tracts and 
religious pamphlets annually. 

Only two of the old manstons are still 
tenanted by their original residents. They 
ere the fine old homes of Rufus J. Lackland, 
the venerable president of the Boatmen’s 
Bank, at 1628, and Henry C. Creveling at 
14. In discussing the remarkable changes 
tene has wrought in the vicinity of his 
home, Mr, Lackland said toa representative 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 

“It has been 40 years since I bullt my pres- 
ent home. When I moved into it Lucas 
place was the finest street in the city. There 
was a park where the Exposition now 
stands and running out of it, up Lucas 
piace. was a fine macadam driveway. Shade 
trees In profusion lined both sides of the 
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street. There was a Presbyterian Church 
at Fourteenth and another at Seventeenth 
street. The houses were then the finest the 
city could boast of. And, in fact, the fine 
houses of the present day do not outclass 
them in my opinion, They were all built with 
large double parlors and high ceilings and 
there was plenty of light and air about 
then. There are no such parlors in any of 
the modern ‘St. Louis houses as there are 
in my old home. The fashion is now to 
make the rooms small with plenty of Httle 
nooks and corners. For myself | prefer the 
old style. 

“Originally the fashionable Laicas place 
extended to Seventeenth street. Later, 
though, a number of fine residences were 
built beyond it—like the Maffitt and Turner 
places between Seventeenth and Wigh- 
teenth. 

“The residence bullt by the late W. R. 
Morrison, at the southeast corner of Seven- 
teenth, was in its day the finest house in 
St. Louis. It cost $80,000. Many very promi- 
nent citizens, nearly all new dead, lived 
there. I may mention ex-Gov. Trusten 
Polk, Henry Ames, Robert Aull, Samuel C. 
Davis, Thomas Allen, who built the Iron 
Mountain road, T. T. Gantt; a very promi- 
nent lawyer, Henry Hitchcock, ex-Mayor 
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John F. Howe, Giles Filley, Carlos 8. Gree- 
ley, Daniel B. Gale, Amadee Valle, J. B. 
Sickles, Gen, Harney, Oliver A. Hart, Henry 
Kaiser and several others of equal promi- 
nence. 

“Over 2 years ago the street began to 
decline In popularity as a residence sec- 
tlon, owing to the general tendency toward 
West End homes. Since then the decline 
has been rapid, until now the old place 
seems like a graveyard compared with its 
former self.” 

At 1516 Lucas place is the Presbyterian 
headquarters. This was formerly the resi- 
dence of the late Amadee Valle. The Jarg- 
er portion of the old house is stil] standing, 
but an addition has been made ito the front 
of the old structure, and the first floor con- 
verted into a storeroom. This ig tenanted 
by the Presbdyterian Publication Society. 
David R. Willlams ts tts local manager. 
Though a young man, he is quite prominent 
in the cird.es of the church, being a son of 
a prominent Presbyterian minister and a 
son-in-law of the late distinguished Pres- 
byterian divine of this city, Dr. James H. 
Brookes. Before accepting his present po- 
sition, Mr. Williams was a success ul news- 
paper man, and he has showed his Jjterary 
ability in a life of Dr. Brookes, which he

agement of the society’s local office Mr. 
Wiliams succeeded the late Dr. J. H. Al- 
len. 


The literature sent out from this office 
goes to the Indiana line on the east, to New 
Orleans and the Rio Grande River on the 
south and southwest, and to the farther 
boundary of Co.orado on the west. 


Besides the Presbyterian min'sters’ meet- 
ings which are held in the upper portion of 
the building every Monday morning, the St. 
Louis Presbytery, the governing body of 
this district, meets there once a month. 
The Women's Presbyterian Board of Mis- 
sions of the Southwest also makes its head- 
quarters there and maintains a permanent 
secretary, Miss Mary Keith. 

In the once magnificent stone mansion 
at 1522 Lucas place, the Christian Publish- 
ing Company is located. This company was 
the first to establish itself in the row. It 
was in 1887 that it deserted its old quarters 
at 913 Pine street and purchased the prop- 
erty in which it 1s located at present. This 
residence was built by Samuel C. Davis, the 
late mil.ionaire dry goods man, whov-after- 
wards sold it to John H. Rankin, a promi- 
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many years, and even yet those who climb 
the front steps that lead to Editor Garr- 
son’s sanctum may see 'Mr. Rankin’s mono- 
gram frosted in large letters on the glass 
panels of the front door. The growth of 
the business of the publishing ccmpany 
has necessitated several enlargements, and 
it now occuples the four-story building ex- 
tending back to the alley 

The Monday morning meetings of the 
Christian ministers are held in the editorial 
rooms of the Christian Hvangelist, as are 
the monthly meetings of the Christian City 
Mission Board. These editorial rooms 
are the headquarters of the Disciples of 
Christ {in St. Louls and the surrounding 
region, and a day rarely passes when one 
or more ministers, passing through the city, 
does not call to pay his respects. 

The officers of the Christian Publishing 
Company are: J. H. Garrison, President; 
W. W. Dowling, Vice-President; W. D. 
Cree, Secretary, and R. P. Crow, Treasurer 
and Business Manager. Other stockholders 
are: A. H. Dunean and W. P. Clarkson 
of St. Louis; G. A. Hoffman, Cobumbia, Mo.; 
B. L. Smith, Cinicinnatl!, ete. 

The old mansion of the late Judge T. T. 

Jantt at 1505 Lucas place is now the head- 


nent attorney. Mr. Rankin lived in it for quarters in the row of the Methodist Epi- 
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copal Church North. The sign across the 
front of the building is that of the West- 
ern Methodist Book Concern. With this 
concern probably originated the first move- 
ment toward a concentration of the re- 
ligious publishing houses of St. Louls. This 
was in 1881 when it removed its offices from 
Sixth street north of Franklin avenue and 
occupied the first business house bullt at 
the northwest corner of Bleventh and Olive 
streets, once a long row of dwellings, fa- 
millarly known as Dorris’ Row. Other de- 
nominationa! interests soon followed them 
and for a time this became known as Re- 
igious Row. Mr. 8. W. Pye, who wae then 
the local manager of the Western Method- 
ist Book Concern, still presides over the des- 
tinfes in this section. He it was who in 
1890 decided to invade Lucas place anid 
purchased the Gantt mansion from Miss 
Clare Gantt, niece of the Judge who had 
died a yeur previously. 

The Central Christian Advocate, a 32-page 
weekly, with a circulation of over 2,000, 
is one of the principal publications of this 
character issued by the church press. The 
Methodist ministers have a comfortably 
furnished hall in the building for their 
weekly meetings, and the missionary and 
other benevolent societies of the church all 
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have their headquarters here, and it well 
represents what its sub-title indicates 
Methodist Headquarters. 

The remaining institution of this kind in 
the row is the Southern Methodist head- 
quarters at 1414 Lucas place. As in the 
other Instances, a church paper is edited 
here, religious books and literature are sold 
and distributed and the ministers’ meetings 
are held. The paper is a weekly, the St. 
Louis Christian Advocate, edited by the 
Rev. W. B. Palmore, one of the best-known 
Southern Method'st ministers in the State. 
Dr. Palmore is a forceful and interesting 
writer and his paper, being the organ of 
three of the Southern Methodist confer- 
ences in Missouri, one in Kansas and one 
in liiinois, it has naturally quite an exten- 
sive circulation. This paper has been pub- 
lished continuously since 189 and is now 
the private property of its presnt editor. Dr, 
Palmore has a well-equipper printing plant,

N the light of the new astronomy cur earth has dwindled.

AM not and never have been of that variety of women who spend

Methods Used by Christian Scientists, 
Whom They Preceded in this Par- 
ticular Application of Faith. 


COLUMBUS, Kan., March 22.

NB of the most remarkable ecclesi- 
astical developments of recent years 
is the rapid spread of the new sys 

tem of religious belief formulated and ad- 
vocated by David, John and Frederick 
Deem of this city. 

The Deems are founders of a new Chris- 
tian belief, which has its converts strewn 
from Matye to California, numbering in all 
some three thousand souls. They accept 
the New Testament literally, and long be- 
fore the Christian Scientists had made any 
substantial headway in the West they were 
teaching eternal life on this planet and were 
combated by the local doctors and health 
boards in Cherokee County. But the Deems 
combat no one That is contrary to the lit- 
eral interpretation of the commandments of 
Jesus. They spread their doctrine by word 
of mouth and by tracts in prose and poetry, 
and whatever combating te done must 
come from those who differ from them. 

General attention had been directed to 
this modest town of about 8000 inhabit- 
ants, situated in the southeastern part of 
the Sunflower State, as being the residence 
of the unaesuming band of Bible students 
who are becoming such factors in the re- 
ligious world. The leadera—David, John 
and Frederick Deem—have for years been 
patiently studying the Bible and preparing 
themselves for the special work to which 
they steadfastly believe they have been 
ealled. They have no formulated creed, 
and have never made an effort to form an 
organization; they have no religious rites or 
ceremonies of any kind, nor do they call 
themselves by any particular name. 

They have sounded no trumpets, have 
ehunned pwhbiicity, have refused offers to 
lecture in public; in fact, they have felt 
that their time for public work has not yet 


come, get their following has been steadily 
growing until now their religion promises 
to become one of the most important and 
far-reaching movements of the day. While 
the new religion has its greatest strength 
in the West, it is in no sense confined to 
that region, and many of its most ardent 
supporters live in the East. Nor can the 
new faith be said to be a mushroom growtn, 
Founded 10 years ago, it hag progressed 
steadily, a healthy, normal growth, and, 
judging from present indications, has not 
yet by any means realized its full possibili- 
ties. 

A prominent feature of the new religion 
is the tracts and leaflets which are spread 
broadcast and which contain in plain, home- 
ly language entirely within the comprehen- 
sion of even the least erudite, the vital 
principles for which the new sect is con- 
tending. Mr. Fred Deem ig the author of 
these papers and is the chief expounder 
of the new creed. Of ail people concerned 
he is the one best qualified to deliver an 
authoritative expression. Here is a state- 
ment in which he outlines In an interesting 
manner the novel tenets and practices of 
the religion which he helped to found: 


By Fred Deem. 


NE of the most prominent features of 
() our religious views is the fact that 
our people endeavor to make a prac- 
tica] application to the affairs and difficul- 
ties of every day life of the teachings and 
example of Jesus. We ciaim that Jesus’ 
commandments are to be literally accapted 
and obeyed; that his promises are to be be- 
lieved literally, and should be of practical 
advantage to his believers in their every- 
day life; and that the example that Jesus 
eet in his works among men is to be ab 
solutely followed. 
One of our tracts is entitled “Sixty of 
the Commandments of Jesus.”’ It, is simply 
a collection of texts from the Sermon on the 


Mount, and from the other sayings | of 
Christ. In looking over this Ust of the day- 
ings of Jesus any unprejudiced reader must 
be struck with the thought that it would 

e difficult to point out a single one\ of 
them which is taken seriously by churéh- 
members generally. 

A great many people have not yet risen 
to the full importance of our position in 
the religious world. This is simply due to 
the fact that we do not believe In display 
or ostentation. Our work is quiet, but it 
is being vigorously pushed. We do not be- 
lieve in a show of numerical strength. 
Hence we have no public places of wor- 
ship. Nor could we have churches with 
brown-stone fronts and stained glass win- 
dows on which glow angel and apostle,’ 
for doesn’t the New Teatament bid us and 
our disciples to sell all that we have and 
give to the poor? 

Moreover, we hold that simplicity is more 
in accord with the teachings of the Mas- 
ter. In most of the palatial churches of 
the wealthy, fashion and display are sub- 
stituted for earnestness and sincerity and 
there is very little real Christianity. In 
this connection the famous text, ‘“Labor not 
for the meat that perisheth, but for the 
meat which endureth into everlasting life,”’ 
is peculiarly applicable. 

A man cannot be a follower of Jesus and 
give his time and attention to meking 
money. Jesus forbids the accumulation of 
property and laying up of treasures. iie 
commands the rich to sell their property 
and give to the poor. He forbids being 
anxious for the morrow. Laying up for a 
rainy day is anti-Christ, for one who trusts 
God and believes the promises that his neeus 
will be supplied does not anticipate a rainy 
day. A follower of Jesus cannot require 
interest to be paid him for money loaned, 
because Jesus commands, ‘Lend, hoping for 
nothing again,’”’ Luke, vi., &. He cannot go 
to law, for if a man sues him for his coat 
he must let him have both coat and waist- 
coat, rather than go to law. Matthew 6, 
40. 

This !s practical Christianity and men who 
have disobeyed this commandment and 
have lost coat, walstcoat, hat, pants and 
shoes in court cosets can testify that Jesus 
gives good advice on this point. Accept- 
ing the New Testament literally, it is not 
surprising that faith cure forms a very im- 
portant part of the belief of our sect. John 
Deem has given direct ettention to this 
feature of the work and Is sent for through- 


out the country. He accepts no pay, but 
freewill offerings are not only acceptable 
but expected from those who can afford it. 
But a small per cent of them are of this 
class, however, and he therefore ministers 
to the “‘poor snd lowly” gratis. 

The Deems believe in healing the sick as 
taught and practiced by Jesus and the 
apostles. We do not, like Christian Scient- 
ists, believe that there is no sin or sickness, 
but we hold that one with right faith and 
knowledge of God’s truth will overcome sin 
and sicknees, Nor do we claim of ourselves 
to have power to heal the sick, but that 
God has called us to this work, and he 
does the healing through us. We will not 
attempt to heal one who does not believe 
in healing as taught in the Bibie; not only 
that, but he must believe that he will ac- 
tually be healed. No medicine or material 
remedies of any Kind'are used, nor do we 
attempt to heal any one who doeg not first 
give up material remedies. 

Much of the healing ie done absently, but 
personal visits are made to the sick when 
traveling expenses are prepaid. John Deem 
has been giving his time more particularly 
to this work, and in following this calling 
he has traveled as far west as California 
and as far east as Virginia. The ‘“‘believ- 
ers’’ testify to meny marvelous cures, but 
no attempt has ever been made to publish 
or advertise any of these cases. The heale 
ers do not seek patients; rather they are to 
be sought by the sick. 

Sickness and diseases are among the great 
perplexing problems with which men are 
struggling to know how to deal. Sclence 
(socalled) is endeavoring to @pe with this 
difficulty, but we think ft lg certainly des- 
tined to fall. The world ts becoming a great 
hospital. Jesus’ teachings and his works 
are practical, for he rsa lized this great 
problem and showed how to solve it. A 
religion or a doctrine wh ich offers no relief 
for sickness and disease is not practical nor 
is {tt Christian. Churches are prone to teach 
only theoretical fairy tales and to avoid the 
practical issues of life and to ignore the 
needs of suffering men Jesus did not do 
thus, 

Among the paesages of scripture gener- 
ally construed figuratively but which we 
accept as literal are the declarations made 
by Jesus that those who believe in him and 
keep his word shall never die, 

The saying, “A prophet is not without 
honor save In his own country,” has been 
well @xemplified in the experiences of, the 


leaders of this movement. Whenmy broth- 
ers and myself first took up our present line 
of study and work we met with such intol- 
erant opposition and persecution that some 
of the more timid of the bellevers were 
frightened back into the churches. During 
the fall of 1892 severa] farmer families living 
in the south part of the county became in- 
terested In the new teachings, and gavé 
promise of becoming believers. They came 
to Columbus occasionally to learn about the 
truths here taught, sometimes etaying at 
David Deem’s over Sunday. Some of the 
friends of these families, fearing that 
they would be led astray and might even

Wild rumors were circulated, attempts 
were made to organize mobs and proceed- 
ings were instituted to lodg¢ in the insane 
asylum those who might persist in remain- 
ing true to the faith.

Along Gila River itn Southern Arisona, 
arricuiture has practiced from time 
immemorial by native peoples, the ruins of 
whose canals and houses still remain. The 
present occupants of the soll have continued 
this practice until the incursions of the 
whites and the development of agriculture 
have resulted tn taking away the summer 
flow of the Gila River. The rights of the Ine 
dians fn this particular have been neglected 
or traded away by the Government, reduce 
ing this people to a state of paupertem. On 
the one hand schools have been bullt te 
edlucate the children, and on the other 
hand, they have been forced to live on the 
reservation fn idleness, or hecome more 
highly skilled beggars and thieves. 

The depiorable condition of these Indians 
has been brought to the attention of the 
proper authorities again and again, and 
various i‘’v-estigations have been ordered to 
ascertain where water can be had for the 
cultivation of thelr flelds, their legal rights 
to the flow of the stream having been lost. 
Aca result of these tnvestigations it appears 
that ample water can be had by storage, but

The Fragment of the Celestial Empire in Which It Was 
Rumored Our State Department Had Resolved to 
Establish an American Sphere of 
Influence by Force of Arms. 


F any nation eends soldiers’ to 
China to protect the missionaries and 
ald in putting down a possible revolu- 

tion in Shantung Province, better known 
throughout the commercial world as the 
Tientsin district, they might be landed at 
any one of these ports: Tengchew, Yung- 
ching, Shitaw and Cheefoo. Wel-hali-wei 
is in British hands. 

The possibility of such action on the part 
of the United States is due to the fact that 
the sphere of British influence has been re- 
stricted itn this district because of the Boer 
war and the attitude of Russia to such an 
extent that it is chaimed that something 
more than a demonstration may be neces- 
sary by the United States to protect its 
subjects. The Oregon, the New Orleans, 
the Wheeling and several small gunboats 
are at Nagasak, Japan, and could easily 
proceed to any of the ports named if the 
occasion required. It hag just been an- 
nounced from Washington, however, that 
there is now’ little likelihood that a serious 
uprising in the province will occur. 

Shantung Province, in which, by the way, 
Confucius was born, is a geographical re- 
gion entirely distinct from the rest of 
China. The country of the Eastern Hills, 
as the mame means, consists of two de- 
tatched masses of mountains and hills, one 


of which projects far seawards between the 
Gulf of Pechili and the Yellow Sea, and 
is limited landwards by extensive alluvial 
plains deposited in an old marine basin. 
In this direction the Hoang-Ho has shified 
its course for ages. 

Its shores, visited by European vessels 
for the first time in 1793, on the occasion 
of Lord Macartney’s Embassy to Peking, 
are indented by innumerable inlets, develop- 
ing a series of regular curves from head- 
land to headland. The mean depth of this 
marine basin is only 80 feet, yet most of 
the inlets of the peninsula are accessible 
to Chinese craft. The facilities thus af- 
forded for intercourse have largely con- 
tributed to the great natural resources of 
Shantung. 

The population is said to be even denser 
than in Belgium, and from the summit of 
many. hills the whole country, as far as 
the eye can reach, presents the appearance 
of a vast city, interspersed with garder 
plots. The natives are also more robust 
and energetic, as well as of a more swarthy 
complexion, than in other sections. In the 
Cheefoo district they show many graves 
attributed to a pre-Chinese race. 

The Shantung Highlands may be regard- 
ed as the remains of a plateau denuded and 
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In the north a series of regular rounded 
eminences stretch along the coast, but no- 
where reich an/elevation of 3400 feet. The 
mean altitude is lower in the south, al- 
though here the peninsula, properly’ so- 
called, cuiminates with Lo-shon, an 
lated peak, rising 3500 feet above the is- 
land-studded bay. But toward the west the 
Ta-shon, or Great Mountain, famous in 
Chinese mythology, attains a height of 5100 
feet. Ta-shon is the most sacred of the 
five holy mountains of the empire, the 
‘‘theneficent King,”’ the ‘“‘equal of heaven,”’ 
the controller of ‘births and deaths,” and 
the ‘‘arbiter of human dGestinies.’’ Confu-

It is 
one of the best built cities in China, 

Kinfao is another famous town. It {ts 
here Confucius was born and it is inhab- 
ed almost exclusively by his descendants, 
at leaste 2,000 of whom bear his name. 
Although a fine and vigorous race, not one 
of them seems to have distinguished him- 
self in any way during the twenty-four gen- 
erations since their ancestor bequeathed his 
moral code to the empire. When Kinfao 
was seized by the Taiping rebels, they 
respected the temple raised to Confucius, 
which is one of the largest and most sump- 
tuous in China, and even spared the Hfe 
of the local Governor, contrary to their in- 
variable practice. 

Tsingchew-fu, old capital, Hes on the 
northern slope of the mountains in a val- 
ley, draining the gulf of Pechill. Of the 
interior towns Wei is really the most im- 
portant place in Shantung. Of the ports 
Hoang-Lien and Tengchew are important, 
the latter being a treaty port. Cheefoo is 
now the most important and really the 
chief city of the province. It is named 
from a promontory protecting the harbor 
on the north and commanded by it is the 
great watering place of China. Wei-hal- 
wei, recently acdulred by “the British, is 
another important port. 

Tientsin, the principal city tn this district, 
is a great trading and distributing center of 
North China and Manchuria; !t Is also the 
natural outlet for the provinces of Chihll, 
Shansi, Kansuh and Northern Shantung, 
The custom returns show that the amount 
of duty collected in Tientsin in 1888 was 
{$4,449 and in 1897 £139,000, an increase in 
nine years of nearly @ per cent. The total 
value of imports and exports from Tientsin 
in 1887 was £4,674,928; in 1897 it was £9,232,030, 
an increase of % per cent. 

This increase of prosperity has nat been 
obtained without great labor, severe losses 
to individuals and many disappointments, 
suffered almost entirely by the British mer- 
chants, Whose energy Opened up the coun- 
try. 

The capital required has been very largs, 
Fighteen years ago there was no bank at 
Tientsin. Now there are four, With a com- 
bined capital of about £1,100,000. A very large 
proportion of the cargoes arriving and leav- 
ing this port is carried in British ships 

The increase in foreign trade would have 
been greater, according to Sir Charlies 
Beresfomd, were it not for fear of Russia. 

There is a heavy trade here in wool, skins, 
hides, furs and bristles, principally with 
Shantuhe, with Lanchou on the borders of 
Thibet and Hsi-Ning, farther northeast. 
These, goods come right up the Yellow 
tiver. The merchants fear Russian mill- 
tary supremacy, but declare that with a 
fair figlu &nd no favor, or the apen door, 
they are perfectly willing to face any dif. 
ficulties,

shut alone in his cabin for six weeks 

with the dead body of his comrade—a tale 
of horrors that transcends imagination-- 
hes called attention anew to the folly of 
the century.

Bjoervig was found by Wellman near the 
Grave putting up a wall of stone to protect 
the body. 

Then there was the Greely expedition 
gent out in 1890 for the purpose of establish- 
ing @& permanent observatory north of the 
eighty-first paraliel—another tale of {ncredi- 
bie mystery. 

Greely and his party, twenty-five in all,

The one great advantage to be derived from the discovery of the Pole is the 
clearing up of the mystery which surrounds the polar regions. Obtaining definite 
knowledge of the unknown blank space in the vicinity of the pole is worth striv- 
ing for, and no polar expedition can be undertaken—no proper expedition, that Is, 
with acientific appliances and conducted on correct principles—without resulting 
in some scientific benefit. 

It may not be generally known that few expeditions have been undertaken 
with the direct object of discovering the pole. Most of the exploring parties 
have gone out merely for the sake of Getermining the conditions existing in the 
polar regions. The finding of the pole has been, it might be sald. a secofidary 
object. The study of the ice districts, mMaagnetic and atmospheric conditions, ani- 
mal life and so forth, has been the main object of most of these exploring \par-

lyn June 2, 1871, under the command of 
Capt. Charles Francis Hall 

Capt. Hall died on Nov. 8 and a month 
afterward the ship was crushed. Eleven 
men, two women and five children, one an 
infant in arms, were driven to seek refuge 
on the ice floe. 

The disaster was just at the beginning 
of the long polar night, and the little 
party had darkness added to their other 
terrors. In the storm the Polaris broke 
away from the floe, leaving them on the 
ice with scanty shelter and food. The ice 
soon began breaking up. After a desperate 
struggie they succeeded tn reaching a piece 
of ice four miles tn circumference. 

For, 1% days the Polaris party lived on 
the'r tce island, threatened with death at 
every instant. They subsisted on portions 
of thelr clothing and the entralla of seals. 

Capt. George E. Tyson, who wrote down 
his experience at the time, says: “Some- 
times I fee! almost tempted to end my 
misery at once, but thoughts of the divine 
restriction hold me back.

Commander 
George W. de Long divided his party into 
three sections, each taking @ boat, and 
they atarted to make thelr way across the 
ice floes. During a storm the boats became 
separated. One, under Lieut. Chipp, wae 
never heard from, and De Long, with nine 
others, perished. Chief Engineer G. W. 
Melville, U. & N., made his way to land, 
and then gallantly returned with an ez 
pedition to hunt for Commander de Long. 
He was found on the snow, and near him 
were the bodies of Dr. Ambler and Ah Sam, 
the Chinese cook.

THD POST-DISPATCH: Why do not 
their experiments apply here? 

MR, FLAD: Our water {s different. It 
will contain as much as five parts of sedi- 
ment, by weight, double the quantity of 
the Loulsville water. In each case you 
have to meet the pecullar conditions tn that 
fooality. The experiments in Louisville and 
Cincinnati were both on the Ohlo. The 
fame men were practically in charge of 
the experiments at both places and their 
ovonclusions were different for each place, 
thus showing that the conditions were not 
the same. The city of Pittsburg exper!- 
mented at a cost of $40,000, and the evicence 
shows that each place must solve the gues- 
thon for itself, according to the nature of 
the water. 

MR. MOORE: This question of filtration 
is mot one that has been forced upon us 
Particularly by the Chicago sewage. We 
Ought to do it anyhow. That was the opin- 
fon of the Board of Water Commissioners 
84 years ago, when, in 186, they sent Mr. 
Kirkwood to Europe to atucy the filtration 
of water there. He made his examination 
and report, which was published in a large 
volume, and until a few years ago was the 
only book in the inglish language treating 
of the filtration of water, and has been a 
classic. Mr. Kirkwood was very pro- 
nounced in his recommendation of fiitra- 
tion, for no other reason than that it clar!- 
fied the water and rendered it clean and 
sightly. That was a suffictent§ reason, 
end if there were no other it would be a 
perfectiy adequate reason for not waiting 
@minute. But, of course, since Kirkwood's 
time, in fact, about 18 or B years ago, when 
the science of bacteriology came into life, 
the whoie aspect of the probiem has been 
changed, and in addition to the reasons 
which were eufficitent for the first Board of 
Water Commissioners and their eng!neer, 
we have the vastly greater reason of its 
protection to life and health. As to the

BRIDGE WHIST DELIGHTS — 
THE EASTERN EXPERT. 


Rules of the Game and Some 
Examples of Play. 


It has made an enormous hit 

abroad and London now has for- 
sook fits allegiance to whist to worship at 
the new shrine. A few Americans—in St. 
Louts, New York, Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton—are playing it. If you want to be 
strictly up to date you must learn it at 
once. 

It has been generally received with scof- 
fing by whist experts. But these same ex- 
perts who at first decry the game are soon 
interested in it. Their interest then changes 


ay YOU play the new game “Dridge?”’ 


® to infatuation, and the infatuation leads 


them finally-to abandon their time-honored 
favorite entirely and take up the new 
game. 

Its beauty lies bi te fact that it may 
ibe lightly played at first, but that it com- 
mands a wealth of scientific interest that 
it soon is played as intently as any game 
is played by the cleverest card expert. Its 
possibilities are seemingly unlimited and it 
is bound to enjoy a great future. 

Bridge is played with a full pack of 52 
cards, from which the four players who 
form the table cut for partners and deal. 
The two cutting the lowest cards are part- 
ners, ace being low, and the lower of these 
two is the dealer and has the choice of 
seats and cards. The cards are dealt one 
at a time until each has 13, but no trump 
is turned. The dealer’s partner shuffles 
the still pack and plac it on his right 
hand, ready for the next deal. There are 


“no misdeals in bridge and, no matter what 


the irregularity may be, the same dealer, 
must deal again. The dealer picks up his 
13 cards and examines them with a view 
to selecting the trum which best euits his 
hand for that deal. Oy course he mades it 
for the best interests of his own hand and 
score, but he must never forget that he hag 
@ partner, who may help him out in his 
weak spots. 

In making the trump the most important 
consideration for the dealer is the state of 
the ecore. In bridge the game is 30 points, 
and the best of three games is the rubber. 
These 8 points must be made by counting 
the value of the tricks over six taken by 
either side. The first six tricks taken in 
by either side are called a book, and all 
over six are spoken of as one, two or three 
“by cards,” as the case may be. These 
odd tricks have a different value, according 
to the suit which is trump, their greatest 
value being when the dealer’s side de- 
clares to play without any trump suit. The 
scale of value is as follows: _ 

No. trump, each trick above six counts 12 
points; hearts trumps, each aboye six 
counts eight points; diamonds trumps, each 
above six counts six points; clubs trumps, 
each above six counts four points; spades 
trumps, each above six counts two points. 

From this it will be seen that it is im- 
possible to win the game in one hand with 
a black suit for the trump, and for that 
reason the dealer will seldom or ‘never 
make it a black suit uniess his score is 
60 advanced that he is sure he can win the 
game on his own hand... If he cannot safely 
make it no trump, or name a red suit, he 
should pass the make to his partner. This 
is ustally done by simply seuying, “I pass 
it.””. The deaier is not allowed to give any 
hint of his reasons for passing it, or to call 
attention to the score, or to give any hint 
as to. his hand. The partner,;' with the 
knowledge that the dealer cannot safely 
make it no trump or red, myst use his 
judgment as to whether to risk a no-trump- 
er or a red suit himself. If he cannot do 
this, he should make it spades unless he is 
unusually strong in clubs, because a spade 
make is a sort of touchdown for ‘safety, 
and prevenis the adversaries from making 
a great score against him if they have the 
strong hands. 

No one but the dealer's partner can name 
the trump if the dealer passes it. The 
trump sult named, the eldest hand has the 
privilege, if he thinks he ts strong enough 
with his partners probable assistance to 
make the odd trick against the trump deo- 
laration, to go over; that is, dowble the val- 
ue of the odd tricks. This is very often 
done in spades, and not infrequently in oth- 
er suits, as it sometimes happens that the 
sult mamed by the dealer for trumps is 
gassed in one band against him. When the 


eldest hand goes over, it does not change 
the trump suit, nothing will do that, but it 
doubles the figures given in the foregoing 
taMe, making each odd trick in spades 
worth four instead of two, and so on. The 
maker of the trump then has the privilege 
of going back,.that is, doubling this value 
@ second time, making the value of a trick 
in spades eight. If the maker of the trump 
doves not wish to go back, his partner may 
do so. but if neither of them goes back 
they say, “‘Enough,”’ and the eldest hand 
deals. Should either the maker of the 
trump or his partner go back and the adver- 
sary who first went over decline to go over 
a third time, again doubling, his partner 
may take it up. but if both decline to,con- 
tinue the doubling that ends it. 

If the eldest hand does not wish to 
double himself, he must ascertain his part- 
ner’s wishes in the matter before he leads. 
by asking, “Shall I play?’’ That is, ‘‘Do 
you want to go over, partner, or shall we 
¢o ahead and play?’ If the partner 
doubles, the maker of the trump, or his 
pariner, can go back, as before, and so on, 
until one side or the other says ‘‘Enough.” 
If a player declares a trump when it is not 
his turn to make it, the adversaries may 
demand a fresh deal, and if the eldest 
hand leads without asking his partner, that 
prevenis any going over. If an adversary 
goes over out of his proper turn, the maker 
of the trump may let the go-over stand or 
not, as he pleases. 


The trump suit named, and the value of 
the tricks settled in this manner. the eld- 
est hand leads any card he pleases, and 
after this card is on the table the dealer’s 
partner lays his 13 cards face upward on 
the table, arranged in suits, with the 
trumps to his right, and the dealer then 
proceeds to play the hand as at dummy. 
his partner taking no part in the game and 
not being allowed to make any remarks or 
correct any mistakes, with the single excep- 
tion of asking the dealer if he has none of 
a suit to which he renaunces. No matter 
what revokes or errors may be made by the 
adversaries, the dealer’s partner must not 
say a word, nor touch a card. 

After the play of the hand is finished, the 
trick score is put down in the left-hand col- 
umn, which counts toward game, and then 
the score for honors is put down in anoth- 
er column, The honors In bridge are the 
five highest trumps when a suit is declareds 
and the four aces when there is no trump. 
The majority of honors, three wut of five. 
is called simple, and is equal in value to 
two tricks in that sult. The holding of more 
honors, or of several in one hand, is much 
more valuable, as will be seen fram the 
following table of honor values:

If one side or the other takes’ but one 
trick, it is called a little slam for their 
opponents, who score ® points for it in the 
honor column. If one side pirat all the 
tricks, it is a grand slam, and is worth 40 
points In the honor column.

In giving massage to one’s self the subject should bathe her 
face thoroughly in warm water and dry with a soft towel, a 
little skin food should be used to anoint the fingers during the 
operation. Hollow cheeks are filled out by manipulation of 
the malar or cheek muscle, and by developing what is called 
the trumpeter muscle. This derives its name from being much

into the formation, and when these become relaxed the glands 
shrink, and we have sunken cheeks. 

The movement for manipulating the trumpeter muscle 
should begin at its origin and work upward to the predominat- 
ing muscle above the ear. The first movement is a clawing 
upward one, and the finishing movement on this muscle 
should be rotary, which will force the circulation through the 
relaxed muscles and rebuild and invigorate the tissues. 

Great attentiun should be paid, in giving these movements, 
to the work about the chin, as the contour of this important 
feature can be diminished or abnormally enlarged by im- 
proper manipulation. Laughing wrinkles around the eyes are 
removed by manipulation of the temporal muscle. The oper- 
ator must exercise great care in locating the temporal muscle 
and then must manipulate it by giving it the proper rotary 
movement, which will alone force the blood to the surface, 
rebuild the fatty tissue and restore the nasal contour. The 
movement for the throat and for making flabby necks firm is 
also a clawing one. The fingers of the two hands meet under 
ee chin. The movement is backward and upward, finishing 

‘ith the rotary movement just behind the ears. 

The movement for oblitering vertical lines and furrows be- 
tween the eyebrows is also rotary. It is reversed in the work 
on the forehead proper.

CENSUS TAKER WILL ASK. 


= 4 OW old are you? Are you married, 

H eingle, widowed or divorced? Is 

the house you live in your own, 

and, if so, is it mortgaged or free? What 

is your occupation, and how many months 
out of the year are you employed?" 

These are some of the pointed, personal 
questions which will be asked of St, Louis- 
ans during the taking of the twelfth census 
of the United States, which will begin June 
1 and end June 15, 1900. 

The years 1900 and 191 will constitute the 
greatest census-taking era In the history 
of the world. Besides this country, 14 of 
the principal European countries are to 
“count noses,’” but the census of the United 
States is to be more extensive than that 
of any other nation. 

The last census cost $11,271,400, and more 
than 60,000 men were employed in making 
it. This census will be even a greater ef- 
fort. 

The law requires that the census shall be 
taken between June 1 and June 15. As two 
of these days fall on Sunday, but 13 work- 
ing days are left. 

The director of the twelfth census is Wil- 
liam P. Merriam, former Governor of Min- 
nesota. 

The supervisor for St. Louis is Jerome 8. 
Higgins. . 

Several objectionable questions which were 
asked of citizens by census enumerators 
ten years ago will be omitted this time. 
For example, persons suffering from any 
chronic disease will not be requested to dis- 
close that fact. 

The answers given heretofore have proved 
utterly valueless from a statistical stand- 
point.

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CHARTING THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


ag 


The Mississippi River Commission, with Headquarters in St. 
Louis, is Determining, for the First Time in Its History, 
the Actual Sea Levels, Mileages, Latitudes and Longi- 
tudes of the Father of Waters from End to End. 


actual sea levels, mileage, latitudes 

ani longitudes of the Mississippi 
River are being determined. The determin- 
ation of just what ‘the great river consists 
is in the hands of the Mississippi! River 
Commission, the board of army and civil- 
fan engineers charged with the duty of im- 
proving this vast water course. The com. 
mission has headquarters in St. Louls. 
Years of experimentation and more or less 
Gefined effort at improvement have not 
resulted {tn permanent good all along. The 
commission has wisely decided to survey 
the entire system and triangulate out 
every foot of its course. 

Charts of the great river from the delta 
to the source are to be made when all the 
motes have been properly reduced. Much 

f the lower river levels, etc.. have been 
known for vears, but up tn the wilds of 
Minnesota merely conjectural charts have 
been al) that were at hand. =In order to 
a enmplete study of the character of the 
etréam the commission has undertaken the 
biggest job of the kind ever undertaken in 
this land. WLast year field parties reduced 
the topographic and hydrographic notes 
along the river from Aitkin to ‘Minneapolis. 
They also made preliminary examinations 
from near Brainerd to Itasca lake above 
the heavy forests between these two 
points. 


It is sought Sy this triangulation to de- 
termine the true latitude and longitude of 
the source of the river and intermediate 
points. Immense stationary tripods will 
be erected on top of the highest hills with 
accompanying platforms from which ob- 
eervations will be taken with powerful the- 
odolites, provided this plan of operation 
proves to ibe feasible. Beneath each tripod 
@ conglomerated tablet, well glazed and 
imperishable, will be deposited five feet be- 
low the surface. This tablet will carry 
upon its face a record of the observations 
made at that point. A steel tube with a 
brass cap extends from the tablet to a 
position about one foot above the surface 

High hills have been found !n convenient 
positions between the lake and Brainerd. 
They are from ten to fifteen miles apart 
and perfect triangulation is possjble from 
their summits. Hellographing with regular 
instruments or with looking glasses can be 
made avallatiie so that the eve can be made 
to see small objects at a distance of 15 
miles, since it is found necessary to reduce

per cent if correct results are to be arrived 
at in determining each position. 

' ‘The great glacial hills to be made avafl- 
able for the triangulation are scattered 
over a broad region north of Brainerd and 
Staples, west of Leech Lake, and east and 
southeast from Itasca Lake. One of those 
pightly elevations is sifuated ear Guill 
Lake, another northeast from the Greater 
Mantrap Lake, another is the Ka-be-ko-na 
hill west from Leech Lake, and a most 
beautiful, picturesque and sightly eleva- 
tion is at Itasca State Park, between Jose- 
phine and Budd Lakes, at section 36, town 
148, range 36, less than two miles south 
from the southeast extremity of Itasca 
fake, immediately upon the Lind Saddle 
Trail, which was ordered opened by th 
Governor of Minnesota last year for the 
convenience of visitors at the park. At the 
crest of the last mentioned hill it is intend- 
ed to have the government platform made 
permanent, about eighty feet in height 
from the top of which with a fleld glass 
the entire region will be visidle as far as 
the human eye has power to see. 

Two extraordinary glacial hills to the 
northeastward from the State Park are 
situated, one at the river near the mouth 
of Chemaun Creek, and one near Bemidji, 
respectively, whence a view of the Itasca 
basin can be had from a short and a long 
distance, the first about five miles and the 
last nearly twenty miles from the heights 
above Ttasca Lake. 

The advanced party of government eng'- 
neers reached Itasca Lake last year, on pre- 
liminary work, under direction of George 
H. French, C. E., and his observations 
preparatory to the real work of triangula- 
tion, Brainerd to Itasca Lake, were sup- 
plemented when Col. J. A. Ockerson, a 
member of.the commission, made a careful 
examination of the basin at the utmost 
source of the river. 

Subsequently an extended canoe voyage 
down the-Mississippi, from Itasca Lake to 
Aitken, was accomplished, for notes on 
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ISS ELBPANOR JAY ROBINSON, 
one of New York's most aristo- 
cratic voung women, will

hydrographic ‘conditions, 
preliminary to the real work of maping 
the elevations, distances and topography 
of the upper course of the Mississippi, when 
the soundings and contour limits of the 
watershed and other features are to re- 
ce've attention. 

At points along the Mississippi below 
Itasca Lake the certainty of the existence 
of ancient glacial lakes, where now can 
only be observed the s!uggish channel of 
the river meandering through extensive flat 
meadows, bofdered by hills, was plainly 
noticed, demonstrated by the long, flat, 
marshy river bottoms, which are situated 
at, above and below the mouth of the Pin- 
iddiwin River, where it unites with the 
Mississipp!, and below Ball Club Lake, 
where. near White Oak Point, the river ts 
extremely crooked, bordered by impassable 
marshes, within which are situated two re- 
maining shallow bodies of water, generally 
called White Oak Lakes. Through this 
remarkable swamp, above and below White 
Oak Point, !t would seem that the only 
possible and practicable survey of the 
Mississipp! could be best accomplished on 
the ice during the winter season, and that 
manner of procedure will undoubtedly be 
utilized. 

A few only of the experiences encountered 
in the long canoe voyage given here ind1- 
cate the full force of what such a voyage 
really meare. alike to the uninitiated or 
hardened and experience camper. Com- 
mencing immediately above Ka-ka-bi-kous 
rapids, only four miles north or the State 
Park, the party was obliged to literally cut 
its way through dead wood, fallen timber, 
tree tops, over-hanging lim’bs and accumu- 
lated debris. fish traps and foot-bridges for 
nearly six miles. 

In the flat marshes where the river {s very 
crooked it is not an unusual occurrence to 
pull the rowboat a half mile or more, to re- 
turn in sight of the river bend, only a few 
feet from where we started to round the 
long meander.
